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Organisation   for   Export 

The  Question  of  Printing  and  Stationery. 


From  time  to  time  the  problem  of  export 
occupies  the  attention  of  master  printers, 
wholesale  stationers,  and  papermakers.  We 
have  heard  printers  complain  of  serious  hind- 
rances to  trading  abroad  arising  from  the  un- 
settled state  of  the  industry  and  the  rivalry 
from  other  countries.  These  phases  are  pass- 
ing away,  however,  and  we  believe  that  there 
is  a  considerable  demand  for  that  part  of  the 
work  of  British  printers  which  finds  a  market 
abroad,  and  for  the  products  of  printing 
engineers. 

Wholesale  stationers  and  papermakers  are 
paying  serious  attention  to  this  matter,  and 
at  the  recent  meeting  of  the  Papermakers' 
.Association  in  London  definite  action  was 
taken. 

Mr.  T.  Parker  Smith  introduced  the  sub- 
ject of  organisation  for  export  trade,  and 
moved  the  following  resolution  :  "  That  this 
Association  views  with  favour  the  formation 
of  an  association  of  producers  of  paper  for 
the  export  of  British-made  paper."  He  apolo- 
gised for  pressing  this  subject  lorward  as  he 
had  doneduringthepastfiveor  sixyears,  but  it 
was  a  matter  not  only  of  national  interest, 
but  of  trade  interest.  It  had  been  urged  over 
and  over  again  that  export  was  the  salvation 
of  our  country,  and  as  one  who  had  travelled 
a  great  deal  in  the  British  colonies  and  all  over 
Kurope,  he  had  been  extremely  impressed 
with  the  very  small  quantity  of  British  paper 
he  had  met  with  and  at  the  same  time  with 
the  enormous  possibilities  of  British  paper. 
Comparing  pre-war  prices,  ne  felt  there  was 
nothing  to  prevent  British  papermakers  from 
selling  their  product  in  all  the  markets  he  had 
visited.  They  had  always  been  told  how 
behindhand  the  British  manufacturer  was, 
but   he    thought   that   was  put    forward   by 


interested  foreigners.  He  felt  that  the  sales- 
manship of  British  products  had  perhaps 
been  at  fault,  and  that  was  why  he  was  press- 
ing the  question  of  an  export  association,  in 
order  that  they  might  improve  the  salesman- 
ship of  paper.  Salesmanship  in  foreign  busi- 
ness was  really  the  reason  for  their  backward- 
ness in  the  export  trade.  There  was  a 
number  of  papermakers  and  agents  who 
had  a  very  large  export  business,  es 
pecially  on  one  side  of  the  trade,  and 
they  had  really  kept  the  British  export 
trade  alive.  Particularly  was  that  the  case 
with  esparto  papers,  which  were  known  and 
valued  and  bought  all  over  the  world.  But 
esparto  mills  were  not  the  only  mills  m  this 
country.  The  speaker  went  on  to  mention  the 
practice  of  foreign  papermakers  working 
through  a  central  organisation  and  advocated 
the  establishment  of  a  similar  scheme  for 
British  papermakers.  By  this  means  they 
would  get  orders  in  bulk,  and  thus  know  the 
total  volume  instead  of  requirements  coming 
forward  piecemeal.  If  they  had  an  associa- 
tion covering  all  the  different  markets,  foreign 
and  colonial,  the  orders  could  come  through 
the  one  central  house,  say  in  London,  and 
these  could  be  distributed  in  bulk  to  the 
manufacturers.  That  arrangement  would  be 
simple  compared  with  the  system  which  pre 
vailed  at  the  present  time.  At  the  same  time 
they  would  be  able  to  make  more  favourable 
shipping  arrangements.  The  trouble  at  pre- 
sent was  the  difficulties  which  the  export 
trade  presented  to  mill  staffs,  but  with  a  head 
office  undertaking  all  the  problems  relating  to 
invoicing,  shipments,  freights  and  finance,  the 
way  was  made  easy  ifor  the  mill  staff.  The 
only  difficulty,  the  speaker  pointed  out,  was 
that  there  were  some  wholesale  stationers  and 
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some  agentswho  had  viewed  this  movement  as 
antagonistic,  or  thev  thought  it  would  be  so, 
but  he  submitted,  with  a  knowledge  of  the 
markets,  that  the  stimulus  which  would  be 
given  to  British  paper  abroad  would  actually 
increase  the  turnover  of  every  export  merchant 
in  London.  All  that  they  wanted  in  this 
sales  arrangement  was  to  have  their  samples 
put  before  buyers  abroad,  and  the  fact  that 
the  mills  were  prepared  to  make  to  these 
samples  or  to  any  suitable  variation.  If  the 
order  came  from'the  merchant,  all  well  and 
good.  But  they  did  want  the  sample  put  on 
the  market  and  the  manufacturer  told  what 
was  the  variation.  The  London  merchants 
had  not  done  this  trade,  at  least  with  England. 
Thev  had  re-shipped  from  Scandinavia,  Ger- 
mariy,  Newfoundland  and  other  countries, 
and  the  bulk  of  the  export  business  had  really 
been  done  from  Hamburg.  As  a  trade,  he 
felt  they  needed  such  a  stimulus  and  help  as 
the  scheme  he  had  in  mind  would  afford  them. 
He  would  like  to  see  soir.e  development  which 
would  double  and  treble  the  manufacture  of 
paper  in  this  country.  We  could  put  our  mills 
<lo\vn  on  the  best  lines  so  that  they  could 
compete  with  any  in  the  world.  British  paper- 
makers  had  brains  equal  to  or  better  than 
those  of  their  competitors.  They  could  bring 
the  raw  materials  to  this  country  and  re-export 
cheaper  and  better  than  any  other  country. 

Mr.  Birrell  seconded  the  resolution,  and 
•expressed  indebtedness  to  Mr.  Parker  Smith 
for  the  trouble  he  had  taken  in  connection 
with  this  matter.  The  speaker  suggested  the 
formation  of  a  committee  to  discuss  the  sub- 
ject with  the  wholesale  stationers,  so  that  the 
new  organisation  could  be  founded  with 
mutual  support. 

.Mr.  Wathen  described  it  as  ridiculous  that 
British  papermakers  had  to  ship  goods  to 
Hamburg  in  order  to  get  them  into  the 
markets  of  the  world;  by  reason  of  the  cheaper 
freights  ruling  from  there.  If  they  had  an  ex- 
port association,  that  would  not  be  allowed. 
He  thought  there  was  an  immense  deal  to  be 
■done,  especially  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  what 
they  might  call  the  more  heavy,  bulky 
papers.  South  American  figures  showed  that 
■in  fine  papers,  Britain  held  the  whole  of  the 
trade ;  but  that  of  printings,  browns,  and 
•other  papers  nearly  all  was  in  other  hands. 

The  resolution  moved  by  Mr.  Parker  Smith 
was  then  carried  unanimously,  together  with 
the  addition  :  '  that  the  matter  be  referred  to 
the  Executive  Committee  to  take  appropriate 
.action." 


SiTTiNGBOURNE  Paper  MiLLs.— The  last  of 
the  series  of  social  evenings  for  this  season, 
arranged  in  connection  with  the  staff  of  the 
Sittingbourne  Paper  Mills,  at  Trinity  Hall, 
Sittingbourne,  was  an  unqualified  success. 
Dancing,  whist  and  a  musical  programme 
were  enjoyed  by  a  company  of  over  200  per- 
•sons.  Mr.  A.  A.  Richards,  chief  engineer  at 
the  mills,  presided,  and  Mr.  W.  Raynham  and 
Mr.  W.  G.  Matthews  were  the  .M.C.'s.  A 
thoroughly  enjoyable  evening  was  spent,  and 
those  who  organised  the  gatherings  are  to  be 
congratulated  on  their  success. 


Licences  not  Required  for  Certain  Qoods. 

According  to  a  recent  Proclamation  of  the 
Reichswirtschaftsminister,  the  importation  of 
the  following  goods  in  certain  categories  of 
the  German  Customs  Tariff  is  permitted 
without  import  licence  : — 

Category  I.  B.  Forest  Products.— Wood 
to  be  used  for  the  manufacture  of  mechani- 
cally prepared  wood  pulp  (wood  paste,  etc.), 
or  for  chemically  prepared  wood  pulp  (cellu- 
lose) not  more  tiian  1.20  metres  long  and  not 
more  than  24  centimetres  thick  at  the  thin 
end. 

Category  II.  A.— China  clay,  even  if  cal- 
cined, ground  or  washed. 

Category  XI.  Paper,  Cardboard  and 
Manufactures  Thereof.— Paper  clippings 
(waste  from  the  manufacture  of  paper),  old 
paper,  written  or  printed  (waste  paper)  ; 
paper,  cardboard,  paper  and  cardboard  wares, 
only  fit  for  re-manufacturing. 

CATtGORY  XII.  Books,  Pictures  and 
Paintings.— Books  in  all  languages,  also 
prayer  books,  printed  or  written,  with  or 
without  pictures  of  all  kinds,  printed,  attached 
or  inserted  therein  ;  books  with  characters  for 
the  blind— all  these  bound  or  not ;  written 
and  printed  paper,  except  that  mentioned  in 
Category  XI. ;  music,  even  if  bound.  Land, 
marine  and  other  charts  for  scientific  purposes 
on  paper  or  other  material,  whether  bound  or 
not,  or  mounted  on  cardboard,  tissues  or  the 
like,  on  rollers  and  the  like  or  not. 

Free  Export  of  Cards  and  Cardboard 
Boxes.— The  Customs  Authorities  are  em- 
powered by  an  Order  issued  by  the  Commis- 
sioner for  Import  and  Export  Licences,  and 
published  in  the  Deutscher  Reichsanzeiger  of 
January  5th,  to  permit  the  exportation  with- 
out an  export  licence  of  cards  and  boxes  of 
paper  or  cardboard  which  serve  as  packing  for 
other  goods,  and  are  exported  at  the  same 
time. 


In  reporting  on  the  imports  into  India  dur- 
ing the  period,  April  ist  to  September  30th, 
H.M.  Senior  Trade  Commissioner  remarks 
that  it  is  noteworthy  that  the  imports  of 
printing  paper  from  the  United  States  exceed 
those  from  the  United  Kingdom  by  more  than 
four  times. 

The  total  imports  of  printing  paper 
amounted  to  3,194,000  Rs.  The  proportion  of 
the  United  Kingdom  was  381,000  Rs.  and  that 
of  the  United  States  1,618,000  Rs.,  Japan's 
share  being  51,000  Rs. 

The  position  is  somewhat  different  in  regard 
to  writing  paper  and  envelopes.  Of  the  total 
imports,  which  represented  a  value  of 
1,817,000  Rs.,  the  United  Kingdom  sent 
864,000  Rs. ;  the  United  States,  722,000  Rs. ; 
and  Japan,  47,000  Rs.

Paper  of  a  good  quality  has  been  scarce  on 
the  Continent  ever  since  1914,  and  the  printers 
of  the  numerous  new  issues  of  postage  stamps 
have  experienced  great  difficulty  in  getting 
supplies.  Some  have  printed  stamps  on  the 
back  of  German  war  maps,  with  the  result 
that  collectors  have  become  jig-saw  experts 
through  the  experience  gained  in  reassembling 
stamps  according  to  the  maps  on  which  they 
were  printed.  Other  stamps  were  printed  on 
cigarette  paper,  and  some  on  the  sort  of  paper 
that  was  used  for  bread  tickets.  The  most 
recent  makeshift  comes  from  Lettland,  where 
rouble  stamps  have  been  printed  on  the  back 
of  Bolshevik  bank-notes  which  were  never 
issued.  Lettland  is  also  responsible  for  an- 
other curiosity— the  printing  of  a  low-value 
stamp  in  two  sizes.  The  design  on  each  size 
is  the  same,  but  one  is  about  a  third  larger 
than  the  other.  Another  issue  of  "  Victory" 
stamps  is  announced,  this  time  by  Barbados, 
where  the  authorities  are  probably  glad  of  an 
excuse  to  avoid  the  inconvenience  and  extra 
expense  caused  by  the  large  size  of  their 
current  stamps. 


The  Belgian  newspaper  directors,  in  view  of 
the  increased  cost  of  paper  and  production, 
have  decided  to  raise  the  price  of  newspapers 
from  IOC.  to  15c.  (id.  to  i^d.),  and  advertise- 
ment charges,  taking  effect  on  April  ist. 
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The   Requirements  of  Office   Wori<. 


In  the  office  tlie  metric  system  comes  into  its 
own.  It  ismucli  easier  to  compute  and  reckon 
with  decimals  than  other  arithmetical  nota- 
tions. In  fact  it  is  so  convenient  to  add 
decimals  and  to  multiply  decimals  that  the 
office  man  plumps  for  the  Metric  system  on 
this  merit  only.  He  forgets  two  things  :  firstly, 
that  the  convenience  of  the  practical  worker 
must  be  considered  pre-eminently  before  that 
of  the  clerk,  and  secondly,  he  has  not  at- 
tempted to  set  his  own  house  in  order  by 
decimalising  existing  units. 

The  practical  man  is  the  producer— and  his 
convenience  must  be  studied  as  the  first 
essential.  It  is  not  his  fault,  nor  is  it  the  fault 
of  the  Imperial  system  of  weights  and 
measures,  that  the  office  man  persists  in  dis- 
carding the  most  facile  method  of  computation 
by  the  use  of  decimals. 

Why,  says  the  office  man,  should  we  persist 
in  using  a  system  which  demands  us  to  calcu- 
late such  a  sum  as  12  tons  15  cwts.  2  qrs.  21 
lbs.  at  6id.  per  lb.  less  ?§  per  cent,  discount, 
when  the  same  sum  could  be  stated  something 
like,  23,135  kilos  at  143.4  francs  per  100  kilos 
less  7|  per  cent  ? 

He  apparently  forgets  that  the  same  sum 
can  be  stated  as  255.69  cwts.  at  60.66  shillings 
per  cwt.  less  7I  per  cent.

—is  there  any  radical  difference  in  the  method 
or  convenience  of  calculation  ? 

The  real  truth  of  the  matter  lies  in  the  fact 
that  the  average  office  clerk  cannot  by  in- 
spection turn  tons.,  cwts.,  qrs.  and  lbs.,  into 
cwts.  and  decimals  of  a  cwt.,  nor  can  he  by 
inspection  turn  £  s.  d.   into  £  and   decimals 

of  a   ;f . 

Indeed  the  small  mental  effort  required  to 
transform  d.  per  lb.  avoir,  into  £  per  ton 
Imperial,  appears  to  be  beyond  him  and  he 
must  needs  refer  to  some  table  or  ready- 
reckoner. 

Even  if  custom  demands  that  weights  must 
be  invoiced  in  four  units,  and  values  in  three 
units,  is  it  necessary  that  every  individual 
calculation  involving  weights  and  values 
should  be  done  with  these  seven  units,  when 
the  work  can  be  done  more  easily  with  one 
unit  of  weight  and  one  unit  of  value  by 
decimal  computation? 

Decimal  computation  is  not  the  exclusive 
property  of  the  metric  system,  and  there  is  no 
reason  in  the  world  why  this  notation  should 
not  be  applied  with  equal  facility  to  English 
units. 

The  practical  man  makes  his  returns  to  the 
office  in  single  units,  viz.,  in  hundredweights 
or  in  pounds.  The  office  staff  straight  away 
make  labour  for  themselves  by    turning  the 
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single    unit     into     four     on     every    possible 
occasion. 

Again,  the  paper-consumer  often  sends  an 
order  to  the  mill  in  the  following  form  ;  100 
reams  D.  Demy,  .36  lbs.,  500  sheets,  at  7|d.  per 
lb. 

The  order  is  passed  on  to  the  practical 
papermaker  who  figures  out  the  production 
required  at  3600  lbs.  plus  an  allowance  for 
broke.  This  quantity  is  made  and  the  weight 
returned  to  the  office  in  lbs.  After  finishing, 
the  final  weight  is  returned  from  the  salle  in 
terms  of  say,  loU  reams  of  36I  lbs.  It  is  fairly 
obvious  that  the  simplest  method  of  recording 
the  finished  production  is  101.5x36.5  =  370475 
lbs.,  and  the  simplest  method  of  invoicing  the 
paper  to  the  customer  is

Calculations  of  this  kind  are  easily  and  ac- 
curately performed  in  a  few  seconds  on  an 
ordinary  slide-rule,  an  instrument  seldom  seen 
in  the  modern  office. 

This  sort  of  thing  is  rarely,  if  ever,  done  in 
the  paper  trade.  The  finished  weight  is  al- 
most invariably  recorded  and  invoiced  in  tons, 
cwts.,  qrs.,  lbs.  as  follows,

The  result  of  this  sort  of  thing  is  that  the 
office  worker  makes  more  labour  for  himself 
and  the  foreigner  gets  the  impression  that  in 
England  we  weigh  everything  in  tons,  cwts., 
qrs  ,  lbs.,  ozs..  drms.  and  grains. 

It  is  not  our  intention  here  to  go  into  the 
vexed  question  of  the  proposed  decimal  coin- 
age beyond  venturing  the  opinion  that  what 
we  have  stated  with  regard  to  the  convenience 
of  English  units,  applies  to  money  standards, 
as  much  as  to  weights  and  measures.  It  has 
always  been  a  mystery  to  .the  writer  why  the 
average  office  worker  in  this  country  appears 
either  unable  or  unwilling  to  convert  £^,.6. 
into  £  and  decimals  by  inspection. 

If  It  is  because  the  average  office-hand  has 
riot  an  adequate  working  knowledge  of  deci- 
mal computation,  as  an  experienced  clerical 
chief  has  assured  us,  then  the  exclusive  adop- 
tion of  the  metric  system  in  our  offices  would 
certainly  result  in  a  pitiable  chaos!  Let  us 
compare,  by  way  of  example,  the  application 
of  decimal  computation  to  the  simple  problem 
of  costing  the  average  price  per  ton  of  a 
furnish  in  which  the  ingredients  are  35  per 
cent,  at  £\t  3s.  8d.,  20  per  cent,  at  £10  los.  3d., 
30  per  cent,  at  £12  i8s.  7d.,  and  15  per  cent,  as 
£2,  2s  6d.  The  usual  office  method  would  be 
something  like  this:  —

The  mental  effort  required  in  doing  this  is 
less  than  one-half  of  the  former. 

Our  office  workers  have  made  two  mistakes. 
The  first  mistake  li:s  in  the  persistent  use  of  a 
multiplicity  of  units  where  one  only  is  usually 
sufficient.  The  second  mistake  consists  in 
neglecting  to  use  the  most  facile  notation  for 
computation,  viz.,  the  decimal  system.  Let 
them  take  as  their  units  pence  and  pounds,  or 
shillings  and  hundredweights,  or  sovereigns 
and  tons.  Let  them  learn  to  decimalise  these 
units.  Office  arithmetic  will  then  become  less 
laborious  and  moresimple  Theslide-rule  and 
the  calculating-engine  will  then  become  as 
familiar  as  the  duplicator  and  the  typewriter 
in  saving  labour. 

The  officeworkermust  never  forget,  however, 
that  the  convenience  of  the  worker  and  the 
producer  must  be  considered  as  the  prime  in- 
terest. The  worker's  unit  must  become  the 
•clerk's  unit,  not  vice  versa.  If  the  clerk  is 
foolish  enough  to  labour  with  a  multiplicity 
of  units  then  the  fault  lies  with  him,  for  the 
practical  worker  almost  invariably  uses  one 
unit  for  one  job. 

Herein  lies  the  use  of  the  English  system, 
with  its  multiplicity  and  variety  of  units, 
which  supplies  a  convenient  unit  of  proper 
proportion  for  each  class  of  work. 

The  carat  for  precious  stones,  the  grain  for 
poisonous  drugs,  the  ounce  for  expensive 
commodities,  the  pound  for  articles  of  com- 
mon consumption,  the  hundredweight  for 
common  staples,  and  the  ton  for  grosser  sub- 
stances, provide  a  system  of  convenient  units 
for  all  purposes. 

They  are  all  properly  related  to  each  other 
by  a  variety  of  notations— the  grain  is  a 
■septenary  fraction  of  the  pound,  the  ounce  an 
octaval  subdivision  of  the  pound,  the  pound 
is  a  septenary  fraction  of  an  octaval  division 
of  the  hundredweight,  and  the  hundredweight 
is  a  binary  division  of  an  octaval  part  of  a 
ton.  So  with  lengths,  the  foot  is  a  ternary 
division  of  the  yard,  and  the  inch  a  duo- 
decimal division  of  the  foot. 

And  so  with  other  English  units  ;  variety  of 
size  in  nature  and  practical  affairs  demands  a 
variety  of  convenient  units.  We  have  them, 
we  find  them  useful  and  we  mean  to  stick  to 
them  so  long  as  they  are  useful. 

For  the  convenience  of  the  office  worker 
these  units  can  all  be  decimalised  on  paper, 
but  as  the  clerk  is  only  the  smaller  partner  in 
the  symbiotic  union  of  commercial  life  it  is 
not  likely  that  the  practical  man  (who  is  the 
■senior  partner)  is  going  to  part  with  a  useful, 
intelligent   and  experienced  servant   in    ex- 


change for  one  that  is  an  admirable  piece  of 
mechanism  and  nothing  more,  viz.  the  Metric 
system: 


Ecuador  Offers  a  Good  Market. 


Ecuador  publishers  are  at  all  times  willing 
to  buy  a  year's  supply  of  paper  at  one  time, 
if  by  so  doing  money  may  be  saved.  Owing 
to  difficulties  of  communication  with  Europe 
stocks  have  been  greatly  reduced,  conse- 
quently supplies  of  writing  paper,  from  the 
common  ruled  note  to  expensive  linen-faced 
stationery,  blank  books,  letter-copy  books, 
memorandum,  and  also  wrapping  paper, 
including  manilla,  tissue,  and  grease-proof 
paper,  will  find  a  market  if  satisfactory  terms 
can  be  secured.  The  Government  printing 
office  in  Quito,  besides  purchasing  from  local 
firms,  imports  considerable  quantities  of 
paper ;  while  a  certain  wholesale  house  in 
Quayaquil  usually  stocks  some  thousands 
of  reams  of  printing,  writing,  and  wrapping 
paper,  thus  affording  an  opening  to  suppliers. 

Paper  bags  in  sizes  from  one-half  pound 
to  12  pounds  are  imported  in  bulk  by  various 
grocery  firms  in  Guayaquil,  which  supply 
them  to  business  houses  in  the  interior.  In 
the  past  blank  books  were  imported  from  the 
United  States,  and  also  from  this  country, 
which  then  maintained  a  considerable  lead 
in  the  supply  on  a  price  basis,  and  might,  if 
so  disposed,  regain  the  trade.  Paper  boxes, 
chiefly  used  by  chemists,  were  formerly  im- 
ported from  Germany,  none  being  made  in 
Ecuador  ;  these  are  now  obtainable  from  the 
United  States,  but  British-made  goods  would 
probably  be  welcomed,  although  the  market 
is  limited. 

Lithographed  and  printed  matter  formerly 
obtainable  from  Germany,  and  now  from  the 
United  States,  is  a  line  in  which  British  com- 
petition would  be  welcomed.  There  is  also 
an  increasing  demand  for  wallpaper  of  good 
quality ;  this  is  now  imported  from  the 
United  States,  which  before  the  war  was  an 
almost  negligible  factor  in  this  market,  and 
Americans  reluctantly  admit  that  the  busi- 
ness is  likely  to  be  diverted  to  Europe,  where 
longer  credit  terms,  more  convenient  length 
of  rolls,  and  superior  qualities  of  paper  will 
probably  be  obtainable.  United  States 
manufacturers  and  exporters  have  been  in- 
sisting upon  a  maximum  credit  term  of  60 
days;  whereas  in  the  past  the  customary 
terms  of  European  houses  were  from  90  to  no 
days,  a  draft  being  drawn  for  the  amount  of 
the  bill  and  accepted  by  the  purchaser  when 
the  shipping  documents  were  delivered.— 
The  Times  (Trade  Supplement).

The  Utilisation  of  Refuse  Bagasse. 

In  the  Hawaiian  Islands  a  paper  mill  has 
been  constructed  for  the  production  of  paper 
from  waste  sugar  cane,  and  the  output  is  ap- 
plied, with  great  success  it  is  claimed,  for 
killing  weeds  in  the  cane  fields. 

The  mill  was  built  by  the  Olaa  Sugar  Co., 
and  it  has  the  distinction  of  being  the  first 
paper  mill  in  Hawaii.  The  superintendent  is 
Mr.  Charles  W.  Mason,  who,  before  going  to 
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cal  assistance  was  rendered  by  Mr.  Arthur  D. 
Little,  of  Cambridge,  Mass. 

Under  the  superintendence  of  Mr.  O.  D. 
Glass,  the  mill  was  built  and  equipped.  It 
contains  one  8o-in.  two  mould  cylinder  ma- 
chine, made  by  the  Belvit  Iron  Works,  whilst 
the  saturating  plant  consists  of  two  40-in. 
Moore  and  White  saturating  machines.  The 
digesters  are  of  a  capacity  of  14,000 lbs.  each, 
and  there  are  four  1,000  lbs.  beaters. 

The  bagasse  is  cooked  for  twelve  hours 
with  lime  under  60  lbs.  steam  pressure.  It  is 
then  blown  off  and  allowed  to  remain  on  the 
floor  for  three  or  four  days  before  being  used. 
The  exposure  to  the  air  for  this  length  of  time 
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Laying    ihe  Papi.t.  on  the  Cane  Field. 


Canada  some  fifteen  years  ago,  was  engaged 
in  papermaking  at  Cowans  and  Kinleith. 
Mr.  Mason  is  well  satisfied  with  his  surround- 
ings, and  describes  the  climate  in  the  middle 
of  the  Pacific  as  ideal. 

The  mill,  constructed  of  wood,  of  the  Olaa 
Sugar  Co.  was  brought  into  existence  owing 
to  the  rapid  growth  of  weeds  in  rainy  dis- 
tricts, and  the  shortage  of  labour.  Various 
experiments  with  paper  were  resorted  to  by 
Mr.  Eckart,  the  general  manager,  with  en- 
couraging results.  It  was  found  however  that 
building  paper  was  too  strong  to  allow 
the  young  cane-sprouts  to  force  their  way 
through,  and  steps  were  taken  to  build  a  mill 
and  manufacture  from  refuse  bagasse  a  paper 
suitable  for  the  special  requirements.   Techni- 


causes  the  paper  to  work  better  on  the  ma- 
chine and  to  saturate  more  easily.  From  the 
machine  the  paper  is  conveyed  to  the  saturat- 
ing plant  where  it  is  run  through  the  asphalt. 
After  standing  for  twenty-four  hours  the 
paper  is  run  over  the  winder  and  put  up  into 
rolls  of  convenient  size. 

A  motor  conveys  the  paper  to  the  cane 
field,  where  it  is  transferred  to  the  back  of  a 
mule  for  distribution  over  the  plantation  after 
the  cane  has  been  planted.  One  of  our  illus; 
trations  shows  the  process  of  applying  the 
paper,  which,  being  of  a  low  bursting 
strength,  although  sufficiently  strong  to  with- 
stand the  wet,  not  only  checks  the  growth  of 
weeds  but  allows  the  cane  to  shoot  up  through 
the  paper,  as  shown  in  our  second  illustration. 
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We  are  indebted  to  the  courtesy  of  Mr.  D. 
Mason,  manager  of  South  Tyne  Paper  Mill, 
Fourstones  on-Tyne  (a  brother  of  Mr.  Charles 
W.  Mason)  for  the  photographs  reproduced. 
It  is  another  instance  of  the  value  of  paper, 
the  uses  of  which  are  legion.  By  the  appli- 
cation of  paper  the  cost  of  keeping  down  the 
weeds  is  reduced  tOj^5  per  acre  as  against  ;ri4 
for  hand  labour. 


Maps  Printed  in  Lorries. —  British  maps 
were  found  to  be  invariably  more  accurate 
than  the  German,  said  Captain  William  H. 
Tapp,  M.C.,  in  a  paper  read  at  the  Surveyors' 


Although  the  demand  for  paper  for  news- 
paper purposes  in  Ecuador  cannot  be  large 
for  several  years  to  come,  it  is  sufficient  to- 
create  a  fair  market  for  printing  inks,  which 
before  the  war  were  imported  only  from  the 
United  States  and  Germany,  says  The  Times 
(Trade  Supplement).  These  inks  are  now 
obtained  wholly  from  the  former  country, 
there  being,  however,  no  reason  why  Great 
Britain  should  not  obtain  a  share  of  this  trade.

Institution  on  surveying  on  the  Western 
front.  Surveyors  had  learned  that  they  would 
in  future  be  a  necessity  in  time  of  war  to  the 
gunner.  All  armies  would  be  equipped  with 
a  field  survey,  which  would  have  a  large 
reproducing  staff,  as  many  maps  of  operations 
or  organisations  must  be  printed  on  the  spot. 
The  Americans  had  reproducing  presses  fitted 
on  lorries,  and  were  supposed,  under  condi- 
tions of  movement  of  the  worst  kind,  to  be 
able  to  produce  about  5,000  maps  per  hour. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  states 
that  about  ;^45,ooo,ooo  worth  of  notes  under 
los.  have  been  printed,  at  a  cost  of  £"18,820. 
This  was  a  precautionary  measure,  and  he 
trusts  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  issue  them. 


There  is  also  some  demand  for  composing^ 
machines,  presses,  bookbinding  equipment,, 
and  for  ail  kinds  of  printing  machinery.  At 
present  most  of  the  mechanical  appliances 
are  old  ;  even  the  Government  printing  office 
is  filled  with  antiquated  slow-working  presses, 
but  various  improvements  are  said  to  be  in 
contemplation.  Presses  that  would  almost 
certainly  be  favourably  regarded  are  those  of 
the  Duplex  eight-pag'e  flat-bed  type;  small 
platens  are  also  likely  to  be  in  demand,  be- 
cause of  their  simplicity.  Many  old  job  presses 
of  the  Liberty  type  are  now  in  use,  but  will 
certainly  be  shortly  replaced  by  more  modern 
presses,  a  fact  that  may  possibly  be  of  interest 
to  our  British  suppliers- 
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There  is  very  little  change  in  the  conditions 
of  the  paper  and  box-board  trade,  says  the 
Anglo-Xoncegian  Trade  Journal,  inasmuch  as 
there  is  still  a  great  demand  for  all  classes  of 
paper,  etc.,  and    the  Scandinavian   mills  are 
fully  engaged  with  orders  for  several  months 
to  come,  and  are  therefore  reluctant  to  accept 
any  further  business,  not  knowing  what  the 
actual  cost  of  production  may  be  in  the  future. 
In  the  meantime,  however,  prices  have  been 
advancing  considerably,  and  the  figures  given 
below  show  a  large  increase  on  those  existing 
at  the  time  of  our  last  report.    Freight  charges 
have  also  increased  to  Kr.  So  per  ton,  which 
means  about  £  i  per  ton  advance  on  the  rates 
current  for  the  past  twelve  months.  Insurance 
rates,    however,    remain     unaltered     so     far, 
whilst  the  Norwegian  and  Swedish  rates  of 
exchange   are   both    above    normal,   and    in 
favour    of    the    buyer    here.     The   following 
figures    indicate    approximately    the    figures 
which  Scandinavian  mills  are  quoting  today, 
but  all  quotations  are  without  engagement 
and  subject   to   withdrawal   without   notice. 

19 
lbs.,  480s  and  upwards,  £"80  to  £82  per  ton  nett, 
f.o.b.      Unglazed  white  news  in  substance  d.c. 
21  to  22  lbs.,  at  £"65  to  £66  per  ton  nett,  f.o.b. 
.Most   mills  cannot    quote    for    thinner    sub- 
stances, being  sold  out.     M.G.  pure  sulphite 
tissue,   substance   d.c.   7   lbs.,  480s  reels   and 
sheets  is  now  being  quoted  at  £"95  to  /^loo  per 
ton  nett,  f.o.b.,  whilst  heavier  substances  d.c. 
16  to  19  lbs.  and  upwards  fetch  £"66  to  £'67  per 
ton,  f.o  b.     .M.G.  50  per  cent,  mechanical  hard- 
sized   envelope    is    practically    unobtainable, 
and  the  prices  quoted  for  limited  supplies  vary 
considerably.      Prices    for    box-boards    have 
also  increased,   and   friction  glazed    leather- 
boards  are  being  sold  at  £33  to  £-^4  per  i,coo 
kilos,    f.o.b.   Scandinavian    ports,    whilst    for 
Dutch  strawboards,  in  the  usual  substances, 
unlined  boards,  mills  are  asking  £is  to  £ib 
per  ton,  f.o.b.  Dutch  ports. 
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Serious  Position  in  France. 


The  shortage  of  paper  in  France  is  becom- 
ing acute.  According  to  the  Paris  correspon- 
dent of  the  Daily  Telegraph  the  crisis  is  so 
serious  that  newspapers  are  menaced  with 
the  possibility  of  having  to  disappear.  At  the 
present  moment  no  newspaper  published  in 
Paris  has  more  than  four  pages,  and  several 
appear  as  a  single  sheet.  In  1914  the  price  of 
paper  was  25f.  per  loo  kilogrammes,  but  now 
it  is  22of.,  and  the  increase  has  not  stopped. 

A  decrease  in  consumption  of  paper  is  held  to 
be  imperative,  and  so  that  this  may  be  brought 
about,  Paris  newspaper  proprietors  have 
decided  that  an  increase  in  the  price  of  papers 
is  necessary.  A  few  days  ago  they  held  a 
meeting,  and  decided  to  ask  the  Government 
to  issue  a  decree  fixing  the  price  of  four- 
page  papers  at  20c.,  that  is,  double  the 
present  price.  The  paper  question  is  managed 
by  the  National  Press  Office,  to  which  all 
newspaper  proprietors  belong,  and  this  body 
has  now  been  informed  by  the  Minister  of 
Commerce  that  the  Government  refuses  to 
issue  a  decree  increasing  the  price  of  news- 
papers to  20C.  It  would  seem  that  the 
Government  decision  is  based  on  the  fact 
that  there  is  not  complete  unanimity  among 
newspaper  proprietors  as  to  the  increased 
price.  Some,  in  fact,  are  in  favour  of  the 
price  being  1.5c.,  and  for  the  last  two  days 
L'Huma7iite  has  been  published  at  this  price. 
I  n  consequence  of  this  decision,  the  committee 
of  the  national  office  held  a  meeting  on 
Monday  and  decided  to  ask  the  Government 
to  dissolve  this  body,  "  leaving  to  the  Govern- 
ment as  regards  the  Press  and  public  opinion 
full  responsibility  for  the  situation  thus 
created." 


.\t  a  recent  gathering  of  the  Birmingham 
and  District  Paper  Box  Makers'  Association, 
Mr.  J.  H.  Crompton.  the  president,  mentioned 
the  registration  of  Paper  Boards,  Ltd.,  by  the 
association.  The  company,  he  said,  was  in- 
tended for  the  benefit  of  the  members,  and 
would  be  able  to  give  them  the  full  advan- 
tage which  purchases  on  a  large  scale  must 
bring  in  their  train.  They  would  not  confine 
their  dealing  to  board,  by  any  means  ;  they 
hoped  to  buy,  and  buy  on  a  large  scale,  and 
always  in  the  cheapest  market,  anything  and 
everything  used  in  the  paper  box  trade  ;  and 
starting  as  they  did  with  such  a  clientele, 
they  could  scarcely  fail  to  make  substantial 
profits.  The  profits  would  benefit  the  mem- 
bers of  the  association  again,  and  he  felt  that 
they  had  embarked  upon  a  scheme  that  could 
not  fail  to  be  of  signal  benefit  to  them  all. 


Discussing  the  question  of  the  freedom  of 
the  Press  in  Russia,  Mr.  W.  T.  Goode,  in  the 
^lanchesier  Guardian,  mentions  that  the  short- 
ness of  paper  necessitated  strictness  in  control 
of  the  press.  Formerly  the  bulk  of  the  paper 
used  was  imported  from  Finland  ;  that  source 
is  entirely  cut  off,  and  as  stocks  are  depleted 
paper  cannot  be  served  out  to  all  and  sundry, 
and  if  preference  is  to  be  shown  it  is  naturally 
shown  to  the  workers.  (This  is  confirmed  by 
the  kind  of  paper  and  size  of  sheet  of  the 
daily  newspapers.) 

But  yet,  even  with  the  shortage  of  paper, 
the  Committee  of  National  Publishing  prints 
and  issues  editions  of  Russian  masterpieces 
of  literature,  and  that  to  a  surprising  degree. 
Before  the  October  Revolution  the  largest 
edition  published  did  not  exceed  30,000  ;  but 
under  the  Soviet  regime  editions  of  half  a 
million  have  been  reached,  while  the  issue  of 
the  Soviet  Constitution  ran  to  3,000,000  copies, 
and  was  only  then  stopped  by  the  shortage  of 
paper. 
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Trade  Notes. 


The  Printers'  Sanatorium  at  Market  Bos- 
worth,  Leicestershire,  will  be  opened  by  Lord 
Northcliffe  near  the  end  of  May. 

Surrey  newspaperdom  has  just  lost  by 
death  Mr.  T.  H.  White,  who  has  been  editor 
of  the  Surrey  Times  for  the  past  13  years,  and 
part  proprietor  of  the  Woodbridge  Press,  Ltd. 

A  printers'  engineer-fitter,  Harry  Cooper, 
who  was  employed  at  the  Atlas  Works  of 
Messrs.  Payne  and  Sons,  Otley,  has  died  after 
being  thrown  off  a  ladder. 

The  percentage  of  unemployment  at  the 
end  of  November  among  8,994  trade  unionists 
in  Canada  employed  in  the  printing,  publish- 
ing and  paper  goods  trades  was  ros,  compar- 
ing with  113  in  October. 

A  serious  outbreak  of  fire  iri  the  premises 
occupied  by  the  Clydesdale  Supply  Co.,  Glas- 
gow, caused  some  damage  in  the  adjoining 
premises  at  38,  Stockwell-street,  occupied  by 
Ayton,  Mitchell  and  Co.,  printers. 

A  Newport  newspaper  complains  that  at  a 
recent  meeting  of  a  local  organisation 
a  few  days  ago  it  was  proposed  that  an  order 
for  the  printing  of  7,000  hymn  sheets  should 
be  placed  with  a  Leeds  firm,  whose  rates  were 
lower  than  those  offered  in  Newport. 

In  addition  to  the  well-known  "  L.  and  M." 
brands  of  highest  grade  printers'  metals,  it 
should  be  noted  that  Messrs.  C.  W.  Shorttand 
Co.,  Ltd.,  are  also  sole  agents  for  the  American

of  the  highest  quality  only  from  Whitetriars- 
street. 

Price  of  Irish  Provincial  Papers.— The 
Irish  Master  Printers'  Association  has  recently 
had  under  consideration  the  alarming  increase 
in  the  cost  of  news-print  because  of  the  ad- 
mitted world-shortage  of  wood  pulp.  In  the 
circumstances,  it  is  felt  that  an  all-round  in- 
crease in  the  selling  price  of  papers  is  de- 
manded, and  that  no  provincial  paper  should 
now  be  sold  to  the  public  at  a  less  figure  than 
2d.  per  copy. 

The  Printing  Industrial  Council.— The 
March  issue  of  the  Industrial  League  and 
Council  Journal  contains  an  interesting  ac- 
count of  the  work  of  the  Joint  Industrial 
Council  in  the  printing  industry.  Itispointed 
out  that  the  printing  industry  is  undoubtedly 
as  complex  as  any  other  industry  carried  on 
within  the  United  Kingdom.  While  it  is  ad- 
mittedly highly  organised,  the  fact  must  not 
be  overlooked  that  it  embraces  workers  from 
no  fewer  than  23  trade  unions,  and  if  it  is 
possible  to  bring  these  within  the  scope  of  a 
Joint  Industrial  Council,  there  is  surely  no 
logical  reason  why  every  trade  in  the  country 
cannot  be  similarly  organised.  Very  signifi- 
cant, indeed,  is  the  admission  that  the  Joint 
Industrial  Council  has  been  instrumental  in 


producing  not  only  harmony  in  the  trade,  but 
good  and  beneficial  results  to  all  engaged  in 
it.  To  quote  one  extract  :  "  It  is  significant 
that  throughout  the  most  difficult  period  of 
the  past  five  years  there  has  been  no  serious 
disturbance  in  the  printing  world  such  as  we 
have  witnessed  in  other  industries." 

The  death  is  announced  of  Mr.  Frederick 
Perrins,  aged  66  years,  who  for  45  years  was 
connected  with  the  composing-room  of  the 
Manchester  Guardian. 

Of  8,245  insured  members  in  the  printing, 
lithography,  etc.,  trades  in  Holland,  08  per 
cent,  were  unemployed  in  October  last,  com- 
paring with  09  per  cent,  the  same  month  in 
the  previous  year. 

Out  of  2,507  trade  unionists  in  the  printing 
trade  in  Norway  the  percentage  of  unem- 
ployed was  04  at  December  31st,  1919,  com- 
paring with  a  percentage  of  09  out  of  2,366 
members  at  December  31st,  1918. 

Members  of  the  Bath  Branch  of  the  Typo- 
graphical Association  recently  held  a  social 
re-union  to  mark  the  return  from  the  services 
of  a  number  of  their  fellow-members.  Mr.  H. 
J.  Swain,  the  president,  who  was  in  the  chair, 
extended  a  cordial  welcome  to  the  returned 
warriors,  and  Mr.  J.  H.Tarrant  acknowledged 
the  greeting  on  behalf  of  the  ex-service  men. 

At  the  request  of  Messrs.  Iliffe  and  Sons, 
Ltd.,  Mr.  H.  Langley  Jones  has  joined  the 
directorate  of  the  Cornwall  Press,  Ltd.,  and 
is,  therefore,  relinquishing  his  business  as  a 
newspaper  consultant  at  71,  Fleet-street, 
London,  E.C.4.  The  Cornwall  Press,  Ltd., 
has  lately  been  registered  with  a  capital  of 
;£"250,ooo  to  take  over  the  printing  business  of 
Messrs.  Iliffe  and  Sons,  Ltd. 

Colonel  Joseph  Cowen,  owing  to  ill- 
health  and  his  wish  to  retire  from  active 
business,  has  agreed  with  Miss  Jane  Cowen  to 
transfer  their  interest  in  the  Newcastle 
Chronicle  and  associated  newspapers  to  Mr. 
Arthur  Munro  Sutherland,  of  Newcastle. 
Colonel  Joseph  Reed  retains  his  share  and 
interest,  and  will  continue  the  management 
and  direction  as  hitherto.  The  policy  of  the 
paper  will  be  unchanged. 

Dearer  Newspapers.  —  The  number  of 
newspapers  and  other  publications  that  are 
increasing  their  prices  advances  weekly,  says 
the  Newspaper  World,  which  gives  the  names  of 
eleven  more  this  week,  bringing  the  total  for 
the  year  up  to  seventy-six.  There  is  a  move- 
ment amongst  provincial  weekly  newspapers 
in  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  in  the  direction 
of  substituting  2d.  for  i|d.  wherever  the  latter 
tentative  figure  has  been  adopted. 

To  Falmouth  has  fallen  the  privilege  of 
possessing  the  first  "Monotype"  typesetting 
and  typecasting  machine  erected  in  Cornwall. 
This  is  due  to  the  enterprise  of  the  proprietors 
of  the  Falmouth  Packet,  chiefly  in  order  to 
make  the  printing  establishment  of  Messrs.  J. 
H.  Lake  and  Co.  even  more  up-to-date,  so 
that  no  "  heavy  "  work  such  as  books,  long 
catalogues,  elaborate  price  lists,  guides,  direc- 
tories and  the  like  need  be  refused  for  scarcity 
of  type.

Unveiling   of    Tablet    at    Lloyd    Hemorlal 
^Caxton)  Seaside    Home. 

A  representative  partv  of  the  Printing  Ma- 
chine Managers'  Trade  Society  travelled  to 
Deal  on  Saturday  to  unveil  a  tablet  to  the 
glorious  dead  in  memory  of  the  members  of 
the  society  who  made  the  great  sacrifice  m 
the  late  war. 

On  arriving  at  Deal,  the  party  were  met  by 
Messrs.  J.  L.  Scorgie  (chairman  of  the  Finance 
Committee),  H.  F.  Parker  (secretary),  W. 
Lanham  and  F.  Brinmer,  members  of  the 
Committee,  who  conducted  the  visitors  to 
Oatridge's  Restaurant,  where  a  substantial 
luncheon  awaited  them. 

The  partv  was  received  at  the  Home  by 
Miss  L.  M.  Gray  rthe  Matron),  who,  together 
with  Mr.  J.  L.  Scorgie,  gave  them  a  hearty 
reception,  Mr.  H.  Wilson  Howes  (secretary  of 
the  societv)  introducing  each  visitor  to 
the  worthv  hostess.  An  inspection  of  the 
Home  followed.  On  arriving  at  the  bedroom 
in  which  the  function  was  to  take  place,  Mr. 
H.  Wilson  Howes  called  upon  Mr.  Charles 
Carrington  (.Assistant  and  Financial  Secretary 
to  the  P.M.M.T.S.).  to  unveil  the  tablet. 

Mr.  Carrington  said  it  was  a  sincere  plea- 
sure to  perform  a  function  of  this  kind.  In 
dedicating  a  bed  in  memory  of  the  members 
of  their  societv  they  were  also  doing  some- 
thing for  those  members  who  were  battling 
with  illness  and  enabling  them  to  return  to 
their  homes  well  able  to  resume  their  duties 
in  the  workshop.  The  wording  of  the  tablet 
read  as  follows;  — 

The  Printing   Machine   Managers  Trade 

Society's  Bed. 

Named  by  the  Membership, 

To  do  Honour  to  the  Memory  of  the  Members 

Who  Laid  Down  their  Lives  in  the  Great  War. 

Walter  E.  Baulch,  Chairman. 

Life  Governor. 
H.  Wilson  Howes,  Secretary. 

In  conclusion,  Mr.  Carrington  said  that  he 
unveiled  the  tablet  in  the  name  and  honour 
of  the  members  who,  through  privation  and 
suffering,  which  onlv  war  can  produce,  finally 
laid  down  their  lives  that  others  might  live. 

Mr.  H.  Wilson  Howes  said  it  was  a  matter 
of  deep  regret  that  the  chairman  of  their 
society,  through  illness,  was  unable  to  be 
present.  Up  to  a  late  hour  on  Friday  even- 
ing Mr.  Baulch  promised  to  make  an  effort  to 
attend,  but  the  telegram  just  received  told 
them  that,  although  illness  prevented  his 
presence,  he  at  least  was  present  with  them 
in  sympathy  and  in  spirit.  Mr.  Howes  said  he 
was  present  to  express  appreciation  of  the 
maintenance,  service,  and  those  high  prin- 
ciples, charity  and  benevolence,  of  the  present- 
day  membership  which  have  characterised  the 
society  in  all  good  and  laudable  undertakings 
since  its  establishment  in  1839. 


Mr.  B.  E.  Embleton  (organiser,  P.M.M.T.S.), 
supplemented  the    previous  remarks.      Their 
society  alwavs  took  a  leading  part  in  all  ven- 
tures   connected    with     trade    chanties.      A 
similar  function  had  been  performed  at  the 
Limpsfield  Home,  Mr.  Howes  being  elected  a 
life  governor  of  that  excellent  institution.  The 
Lloyd  Home   was   fortunate   in   possessing  a 
very  popular  and  energetic  man  as  secretary. 
Everyone   in   the   printing  and  allied  trades 
knew  and  respected  him.      Mr.  H.  F.  Parker 
was  ably  supported  by  a  most  capable  matron 
in  the  person  of  Miss  L.  M.  Gray,  and  a  great 
deal  of  the  success  of  this  Home  was  due  to 
them.    The  value  of  the  institution  was  well 
known,  and  the  fact  that  over  1,200  persons- 
had  been   benefited  during  the  past  year  was 
sufficient  praise  as  to  its  usefulness.     In  addi- 
tion to  this,  no  less  than  ;f6oo  had  been  spent 
during   the   year   on    the    free    treatment    of 
printer-soldier  patients.      He  was,  therefore, 
in  a  position  to  testify  to  the  value  of  the  in- 
stitution,  and   to   express   the   desire  of    the 
membership  of  his  society  to  see  the  Home 
extend  its  usefulness  and  continue  to  prosper. 
Mr.  T.  Timberlake,  chairman,  L.S.C.,  in  a 
feeling  speech,  spoke  of  those  who  were  vic- 
tims of  the  terrible  war.     The  members  of  the- 
printing  and  kindred  trades  volunteered' their 
services  in  large  numbers,  and,  as  a   conse- 
quence, there  were  a  large  number  of  widows- 
and  orphans  to  provide  for.     They  could  not 
attend   a   function  of  this  character. without 
being  reminded  of  those  whom  these  gallant 
men   had   left  to  their  charge,  but  it  was  at 
least  a  satisfaction  to  know  that   something 
had  been  done  in  this  direction  by  the  society 
he  had  the  honour  to  represent,  as  well  as  by 
the      Printing     Machine      Managers'     Trade 
Society.    The  members  of  the  L.S.C.  had  also 
named  a   bed  at  Limpsfield   and    Deal.      In 
conclusion,  he  would  like  to  say  that  it  was 
sornething  in  the  nature  of  a  revelation  to  find 
such  a  magnificent  home  as  this  at  Deal— it 
exceeded  all  expectation. 

Mr.  J.  L.  Scorgie  proposed,  and  Mr.  H.  F. 
Parker  seconded,  a  very  hearty  vote  of  thanks 
to  the  Printing  Machine  Managers'  Society 
on  behalf  of  the  committee  of  the  Lloyd 
Memorial  Home. 

Mr.  A.  Bispham  (N.S.O.P.  and  A.)  paid  a 
high  tribute  to  the  matron's  services.  Miss  L. 
M.  Gray  returning  her  thanks  in  a  touching 
little  speech.  . 

The  party  then  adjourned  to  view  the 
splendid  scenery  of  this  noted  sea  front.

The  proceedings  were  of  an  agreeable  cha- 
racter throughout,  the  arrangements  leaving 
nothing  to  be  desired.  The  programme, 
which  bore  the  imprint  of  Spottiswoode, 
Ballantyne  and  Co.,  Ltd.,  was  of  an  artistic 
character  and  included  an  appropriate  illus- 
tration from  a  plate  designed  by  Johannes 
Stradanus.  It  represented  a  printing  plant  of 
the  i6th  century  in  operation.  Ladies  formed 
a  large  section  of  the  company. 

Supporting  the  Chairman  at  the  top  table 
were:— Mr.  H.  W.  Keay  (President  of  the 
Associated  Booksellers  of  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland),  Mr.  A.  Dargavel  (Chairman  of  the 
Federation  of  Master  Process  Engravers),  Mr. 
F.  Grey  (Chairman  of  the  .Master  Bookbinders' 
.'\ssociation),  Mr.  W.  M.  Meredith  (Vice-Presi- 
dent of  the  Publishers'  Association),  Mr.  VV. 
Pett  Ridge,  Mr.  J.  J.  Keliher,  Sir  Cecil  Harri- 
son, K.B.E.,  Mr.  E.  J.  Layton  (.Master  of  the 
Worshipful  Company  of  Stationers).  Mr.  W. 
R.  Codling,  M.V.O..  C.B.E.  (Controller  of  His 
Majesty's  Stationery  Office),  Mr.  E.  W. 
Humphries  (Vice  President  of  the  Federation 
of  Master  Printers  of  Great  Britain  and  Ire- 
land), Sir  W.  A.  Waterlow,  KB.E.,  and  Lady 
Waterlow,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  \V.  A.  Clowes,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  R.  C.  Hazell,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  R.  H.  H. 
Baird,  Mr.  J.  S.  Elias,  Mr.  H.  C.  Hill  (Vice- 
President  of  the  London  Master  Printers' 
Association)  and  Mrs.  Hill. 

Following  an  excellent  dinner,  the  company 
settled  down  to  the  concert  and  toast  list.  In 
opening  this  part  of  the  proceedings,  the 
chairman  read  a  message  from  Mr.  A.  F. 
Blades  (President  of  the  Federation),  who  had 
been  ordered  by  his  doctor  to  take  a  rest ;  and 
from  Mr.  Reginald  J.  Lake,  who  was  obliged 
to  fulfil  a  long-standing  engagement. 
Literature. 
The  toast  of  "  Literature,"  an  appropriate 
feature  of  the  list,  was  proposed  by  Mr.  Ralph 
C.  Hazell.  He  recalled  the  intimacy  which 
existed  in  former  times  between  printers  and 
authors  and  the  tendency  in  later  days  for 
them  to  be  less  closely  associated.  He  re- 
membered that  his  grandfather  described 
how  .Mr.  Ruskin  used  to  enjoy  travelling 
down  to  Aylesbury  and  spending  some  days 
discussing  with  the  manager  of  the  piinting 
works  there  matters  relating  to  the  production 
of  his  books.  Referring  to  the  quality  of  the 
books  published   at    the    present    time,    Mr. 


Hazell  mentioned  that  a  great  number  of  men 
in  the  army  had  acquired  the  habit  of  reading 
quite  good  books  and  one  of  the  outcomes  of 
the  war  had  been  to  develop  a  taste  for  read- 
ing in  thousands  of  men  who  never  read  be- 
fore. He  went  on  to  refer  to  the  mass  pro- 
duction of  printed  matter  which  enabled 
vastly  higher  wages  to  be  paid  than  in  the 
old  days. 

Mr.  W.  Pett  Ridge  acknowledged  the  toast 
in  a  speech  full  of  excellent  humour.  He  said 
he  was  all  the  more  gratified  to  enjoy  the 
hospitality  of  master  printers,  '  because  he 
knew  they  could  afford  it.  (Loud  laughter.) 
He  had  received  communications  occasion- 
ally from  publishers  having  reference  ta 
printers  and  their  charges.  These  communi- 
cations were  not  so  much  tinged  with  melan- 
choly as  steeped  in  melancholy  ;  so  much  sa 
that  he  often  wondered  publishers  did  not 
use  black-edged  letter  paper.  (Renewed 
laughter.)  He  asked  master  printers,  now 
that  they  were  together,  not  to  drive  the 
writing  man  back  to  the  old  procedure  of 
illuminating  manuscripts  of  his  own.  For  one 
thing,  few  novelists  he  knew  were  fitted  for 
the  monastic  or  celibate  life.  He  just  wanted 
to  warn  them  that  there  might  come  a  time 
when  perhaps  nobody  could  afford  to  buy 
books  except  the  master  printers  who  printed 
them.     (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Pett  Ridge  went  on  to  speak  in  his  in- 
imitable fashion  about  the  love  element  in 
fiction,  and  observed  that  the  prospects  of 
literature  were  excellent,  because  it  might 
even  be  taught  in  the  elementary  schools  and 
infant  classes.  The  remarkable  case  of  Daisy 
Ashford  would  show  every  child  that  it  was 
never  too  young  to  learn.  (Laughter.)  When 
an  infant  was  crying  in  its  cot  it  was  not 
suffering  from  colic  or  anything  of  that  kind, 
it  was  simply  wondering  whether  to  take  the 
offer  of  Constable  of  Co.  or  whether  to 
engage  a  literary  agent  in  order  to  get  a  fair 
price.  (Laughter.)  In  conclusion,  Mr.  Pett 
Ridge  remarked  seriously  that  it  was  a  great 
honour  and  pleasure  to  meet  on  an  occasion 
like  that  their  good  and  esteemed  colleagues 
the  master  printers.     (Cheers.) 

The  Association. 

Mr.  E.  W.  Humphries  proposed  the  toast  of 
"The  London  Master  Printers'  Association," 
and  remarked  upon  the  pre-eminent  position 
which  the  Association  occupied  in  the  print- 
ing trade  of  this  country.  As  an  active  mem- 
ber of  the  Federation,  however,  he  thought  it 
was  time  that  the  London  organisation  was 
more  representative  than  appeared  to  be  the 
case.  He  understood  that  there  were  some- 
thing like  1,800  to  1,900  printers  in  London^ 
and  that  the  membership' of  the  London  Asso- 
ciation was  only  half  that  number.  Remark- 
ing that  questions  of  wages  and  hours  should 
be  settled  on  a  national  basis,  he  said  it  was- 
essential  for  every  master  printer  in  the 
country  to  belong  to  his  association.  They 
could  not  afford  to  allow  the  trade  to  be 
governed  by  a  minority.  They  had  to  re 
member  that  trade  unionism  was  now  a 
dominating  factor  in  the  country,  and  in  meet- 
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ing  the  various  trade  unions,  23  m  number, 
the}'  had  to  be  prepared  to  discuss  with  tliem 
as  men  to  men,  but  with  the  power  ol  the 
trade  behind  them.  He  asked  the  master 
printers  of  London  to  subscribe  the  farthing 
asked  for  by  the  Federation  in  order  to  help 
tiie  finances  of  their  organisation.  The  print- 
ing trade  was  the  fifth  in  importance  in  the 
country,  with  roughly  iSo,ooo  trade  unionist 
employees.  .\Ir.  Humphries  proceeded  to  de- 
scribe the  headquarters  of  the  trade  unions, 
and  compared  them  with  the  less  adequate 
accommodation  at  24,  Holborn,  while  the  staff 
at  24,  Holborn  was  overworked.  After  stating 
that  iGO  per  cent,  of  the  master  printers  of 
Scotland  were  organised,  the  s()eaker  inti- 
mated that  a  large  number  of  allied  trades 
were  anxious  to  link  up  with  the  Master 
Printers'  Federation,  such  as  the  paper  box 
makers,  the  paper  bag  makers,  the  envelope 
makers,  the  wholesale  stationers,  the  tin  box 
makers,  and  the  papermakers.  If  they  could 
have  all  these  allied  trades  associated  with 
them  as  printers,  what  a  strong  force  they 
would  be!  On  behalf  of  the  master  printers 
in  the  country,  Mr.  Humphries  said  how  much 
they  appreciated  the  work  the  chairman  had 
done  for  the  trade  throughout  the  country, 
his  travels  even  extending  to  Ireland.  In  Mr. 
H.  C.  Hill,  the  vice-president  of  the  London 
Association,  they  also  had  a  strong  man,  who 
could  present  his  case  in  a  very  efficient  man- 
ner.    (Applause.) 

The  Presidential  Review. 

The  President,  responding  to  the  toast,  ex- 
pressed regret  that  .Mr.  Keliher,  who  had  done 
such  good  work  for  the  Association  during 
his  two  years  of  office,  had  not  the  privilege 
of  presiding  at  an  annual  dinner.  He  re- 
called that  the  last  banquet  was  held  in 
November,  1(^13.  under  the  presidency  of  Mr. 
W.  A.  Waterlow,  who  had  since  become  a 
Knight  of  the  Order  of  the  British  Empire. 
(Applause.) 

Mr.  Austen-Leigh  glanced  at  the  important 
work  which  master  printers  had  performed 
■during  the  war,  and  mentioned  that  at  the 
previous  dinner  one  of  the  speakers  was  the 
late  Capt.  Pulman,  than  whom  no  more 
gallant  gentleman  gave  up  his  life  for  his 
country.  (Applause.)  The  president  went 
on  to  refer  to  changes  in  the  title  of  the 
Association,  and  the  constitution,  and  alluded 
to  the  development  of  district  associations,  a 
movement  led  by  their  friends  in  the  West 
and  North  West  areas.  Stating  that  he  did 
not  know  until  Mr.  Humphries  gave  them  the 
figures,  that  there  were  i,»oo master  printers  in 
London,  the  president  mentioned  that  in  1913 
the  Association  had  only  320  members  and 
now  about  950  were  enrolled,  which  he 
thought  was  a  very  creditable  advance. 
(Applause.)  He  spoke  with  regret  of  the 
retirement  of  Mr.  Lake,  whom  he  described 
as  a  most  self-sacrificing  secretary.  Remark- 
ing on  the  change  of  secretariat  as  between 
the  Federation  and  the  London  Association, 
he  mentioned  that  they  still  lived  in  the  same 
building  and  their  relations  were  friendly  : 
they  had  not  had  a  divorce,  but  a  sort  of 
judicial  separation.     With  regard  to  the  in- 
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dustry  itself,  the  president  claimed  that  there 
was  none  which  was  so  harassing,  so  com- 
plicated, and  so  exacting  in  its  nature.  To  be 
a  successful  master  printer  on  any  consider- 
able scale  required  much  capital,  a  good  deal 
of  brains,  and  close  application  to  the  details 
of  everyday  business.  To  the  man  who  con- 
fined himself  to  print  there  was  no  short-cut 
to  fortune.  They  were  not  in  the  fortunate 
position  in  which  they  could  turn  over  their 
capital  often  in  the  same  year.  In  fact,  they 
were  lucky  if  they  turned  it  over  i|  times. 
Again,  there  was  not  a  great  amount  of 
foreign  work  waiting  for  them  to  do,  the 
nature  of  printing  being  such  that  most  of  it 
had  to  be  done  in  its  country  of  origin. 
Master  printers  were  presumed  to  have  some 
conscience,  and  their  charges  were  expected 
to  have  some  relation  to  the  cost  of  the  work 
involved.  In  spite  of  all  their  difficulties, 
however,  master  printers  belonged  to  a  historic 
industry,  and  enjoyed  a  goodly  heritage. 
They  could  look  back  over  five  centuries 
and  claim  craft  kinsmanship  with  men  like 
Caxton  and  Baskerville  in  this  country,  and 
other  eminent  master  printers  abroad.  There 
was  surely  something  fascinating  in  the  art  of 
printingandsomethingalluringin  a  trade  that 
attracted  Horace  Walpole  to  put  up  a  private 
press  in  the  i8th  century,  that  led  William 
Morris  to  start  the  Kelmscott  Press  in  the  19th 
century,  and  that  even  in  these  days  induced 
H.  M.  Stationery  Office  to  enter  it  in  the  20th 
century.  (Loud  laughter.)  So  much  were 
they  trusted,  that  they  had  not  been  accused 
of  profiteering  or  marked  down  by  the  Labour 
Party  as  one  of  the  first  trades  to  be  national- 
ised. However,  he  believed  it  was  true  that 
they  had  not  hitherto  taken  the  position  in 
the  industrial  community  that  they  should 
have  done,  but  the  printing  trade  was  now 
waking  up.  They  had  become  tired  of  being 
the  sport  of  insensate  competition.  The 
system  of  costing  was  going  to  help  them  to 
recover  a  fair  price  for  the  product  of  their 
brains,  their  capital,  and  their  energy.  For 
that  reason  he  asked  every  master  printer  to 
assist  in  promoting  the  status,  the  prestige, 
and  the  credit  of  the  craft,  and  to  help  the 
Association  in  placing  it  in  its  proper  posi- 
tion. Next  to  the  industries  that  cater  for 
the  feeding  and  the  clothing  of  the  human 
body  there  was  nothing  so  important  as  the 
trade  of  printing.  (Applause.) 
Utopia. 

Mr.  H.  C.  Hill  also  responded  to  the  toast, 
and,  referring  to  Mr.  Humphries'  figures,  de- 
clared that  the  960  or  970  members  of  the 
Association  represented  the  bulk  of  the  trade 
in  London.  (Hear,  hear.)  He  recalled  a 
paper  read  by  the  late  Mr.  Theo  May  before 
the  Association  some  years  ago,  in  which  he 
laid  down  a  scheme  of  organisation  which 
was  declared  to  be  Utopian.  Mr.  Hill  went 
on  to  show  to  v/hat  a  large  extent  this  scheme 
had  already  been  adopted,  and  added  that  if 
they  continued  the  progress  they  were  making 
they  might  still  attain  the  home  for  printer- 
dom  in  London  to  which  Mr.  May  had  re- 
ferred. In  this  connection,  he  expressed  the 
hope  that  something  might  be  done  to  bring 
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about  the  establishment  of  their  own  institute, 
where  they  could  have  their  administration 
offices  and  everything  connected  with  the 
craft.  He  claimed  that  the  Association  had 
already  done  a  great  deal  to  improve  the 
status  of  the  printer. 

Mr.  J.  J.  Keliher  proposed  the  toast  of  the 
visitors,  making  special  reference  to  the  pre- 
sence of  the  ladies,  and  suggesting  that  it 
might  not  be  long  before  they  had  a  lady 
president  of  their  Association.  He  could 
imagine  no  more  popular  president  than  Lady 
Waterlow.  (Cheers.)  A  special  word  of 
welcome  was  extended  to  Mr.  Codling,  and 
Mr.  Keliher  expressed  appreciation  of  the 
honour  the  Stationery  Office  had  done  them 
in  being  lepresented  by  their  Controller.  He 
was  glad  that  Mr.  Codling  was  following  in 
the  footsteps  of  his  predecessor,  the  late  Sir 
Frederick  .'\tterbury,  in  his  relations  with  the 
printing  trade. 

Relations  with  the  5.0. 

Mr.  W.  R.  Codling  acknowledged  the 
honour  conferred  upon  him  in  asking  him  to 
respond  to  that  toast  on  the  first  occasion  that 
they  had  asked  the  Controller  of  H.M.  Sta- 
tionery Office  to  be  present  at  their  annual 
dinner.  He  regarded  the  invitation  as  evid- 
ence that  the  master  printers  had  repented  of 
all  that  he  had  suffered  at  their  hands  in  the 
past,  and  as  an  outward  Tnd  visible  sign  that 
they  wished  to  bury  the  hatchet  and  to  use  it 
on  him  no  more.  (Laughter.)  Mr.  Codling 
mentioned  that  he  himself  was  now  a  master 
printer  and  a  member  of  the  Association, 
being  the  proud  possessor  of  the  beautiful 
certificate  of  membership,  in  virtue  of  which 
he  was  "  recommended  to  the  good  offices  of 
fellow  members  and  pledged  to  uphold  the 
credit  of  the  craft."  (Laughter  and  applause.) 
Although  he  was  a  master  printer  he  was  not 
a  craftsman  in  the  sense  that  other  members 
of  the  Association  were.  He  had  never  served 
an  indentured  apprenticeship  to  the  craft,  but 
he  was  in  rather  a  unique  position,  as  he  was 
the  only  master  printer  who  was  so  by  virtue 
of  the  fact  that  he  was  created  one  by  letters 
patent  issued  under  the  Great  Seal.  Some  of 
them  might  think  he  was  only  a  quasi  master 
printer,  but  he  hoped  to  improve  as  time  went 
on,  and  when  he  had  had  more  experience  in 
the  State  Printing  Office,  even  if  he  never 
became  expert  enough  to  teach  master  prin- 
ters anything,  he  hoped  he  might  be  more  in 
a  position  to  hold  his  own.  (Laughter.)  Mr. 
Codling  added  that  his  only  claim  to  their 
friendship  was  that  he  had  written  occasion- 
ally long  letters  to  the  Lords  of  the  Treasury 
asking  for  money  for  master  printers  who 
happened  to  hold  Stationery  Office  contracts. 
(Laughter.) 

Sir  W.  A.  Waterlow,  proposing  the  health 
of  the  chairman,  remarked  that  in  all  that 
had  been  accomplished  by  the  London  Asso- 
ciation and  the  Federation  they  owed  a  great 
deal  to  Mr.  R.  A.  Austen- Leigh,  who  was  be- 
loved by  all  of  them,  and  the  work  that  he 
would  yet  do  would  be  incalculable.  -The 
president  was  a  worthy  successor  of  the  gentle- 
men  who   had  preceded  him.      Sir  William 


concluded  by  expressing  appreciation  of^the 
arrangements  which  had  been  made  for  the 
evening  s  entertainment,  which  were  satisfac- 
tory in  every  respect,  the  most  excel  lentmusic 
being  thoroughly  enjoyed.  ^o'^^^cf 

The  toast  was  accorded  musical  honours, 
and  the  Chairman,  in  reply,  acknowledged 
the  work  of  Mr.  Langley,  Major  Birch,  Mr. 
Whyte,  Mr.  Wilshaw  and  the  staff  generally 
in  connection  with  the  successful  arrange- 
ments. 

During  the  evening  the  following  ladies 
and  gentlemen  contributed  to  the  concert, 
which,  as  Sir  William  Waterlow  intimated, 
was  of  a  high  order  :  -Misses  Dorothy  Greene 
and  Gladys  Peel  and  Messrs.  Edward  Halland, 
Murr^y  Ashford,  Archie  Naish,  Herbert 
Townsend  and  Charles  J.  Winter.

Employment  in  the  paper,  printing  and 
bookbinding  trades  is  reported  as  good,  being 
slightly  better  than  the  previous  month,  and 
much  better  than  in  February  of  last  year. 
With  letterpress  printers  the  usual  amount  of 
overtime  was  worked  in  London  during  Feb- 
ruary, and  some  overtime  was  also  reported 
from  the  provinces.  In  the  lithographic 
printing  trade  employment  continued  good 
generally,  and  overtime  was  occasionally 
worked. 

Employment  in  the  bookbinding  trade  was 
good,  on  the  whole,  and  showed  a  slight  im- 
provement compared  with  the  previous 
month.    Some  overtime  was  worked. 

According  to  returns  received  by  the  Labout 
Gazette,  the  number  of  members  of  trade 
unions  is  put  at  69,534  in  the  printing  trade, 
the  percentage  of  unemployed  at  the  end  of 
February  being  17,  as  against  ri  in  January, 
and  18  in  February  last  year,  the  decrease 
being  0*4  per  cent,  compared  with  a  month 
ago,  and  ri  per  cent,  compared  with  a  year 
before. 

In  the  bookbinding  section,  the  trade  union 
membership  is  given  as  12,071,  with  a  percent- 
age of  unemployment  of  10,  as  against  I'l  in 
January,  and  2  2  in  February  of  last  year,  the 
respective  decreases  being  01  and  i'2. 

The  returns  made  by  employers  show  the 
number  of  workpeople  in  the  printing  offices 
concerned  to  be  10,932,  an  increase  of  ib  per 
cent,  compared  with  a  month  before,  and  an 
increase  of  26"4  per  cent,  as  compared  with  12 
months  previously.  The  wages  paid  to  all 
workpeople  amounted  to  £'35,903,  increases  of 
37  per  cent,  and  55  4  per  cent,  respectively. 

In  the  bookbinding  trade  employers' returns 
showed  5,855  workpeople,  increases  of  r2  per 
cent,  and  263  per  cent,  compared  with  a 
month  and  a  year  ago  respectively.  The 
;ri2,86o  paid  to  all  workpeople  represented 
increases  of  o"5  and  55"8  per  cent.

A  very  gratifying  and  promising  state  of 
■affairs  was  revealed  in  the  report  ana  financial 
statement  of  the  Printers'  Pension,  Almshouse 
and  Orphan  Asylum  Corporation,  made 
public  at  the  annual  general  meeting  of  the 
Corporation,  held  on  Saturday  afternoon  at 
the  bt.  Bride  Foundation  Institute,  when  the 
chair  was  occupied  bv  the  Right  Hon.  Sir  T. 
Vezey  Strong,  PC,  K.C.\'.0.,'K.B.E. 

Sir  Vezey  Strong,  in  moving  the  adoption 
of  the  report  and  audited  balance  sheets,  said 
■that  the  degree  of  prosperity  enjoyed  by  the 
Corporation  not  only  exceeded  all  that  they 
had  experienced  in  the  past,  but  exceeded 
-anything  that  the  most  sanguine  of  them  ever 
•dreamt  of  as  possible  of  realisation  at  the 
present  stage  of  their  existence.  Mentioning 
that  this  was  the  twenty-first  consecutive  year 
in  which  he  had  presided  over  the  Corpora- 
tions  annual  meeting,  Sir  Vezey  remarked 
that  in  1900,  when  he  first  presided,  the  total 
receipts  from  all  sources  amounted  to  £0,800, 
while  the  present  leport  stated  that  total  re 
•ceipts  last  year  were  nearly  £^39,000.  (Ap- 
plause.) In  1900  the  investment  fund  was 
;£'36,oco  ;  to-day  it  was  £"113,000.  Speaking  of 
the  large  increase  in  the  number  of  benefici- 
aries and  of  the  increased  benefits  which  the 
•Council  had  decided  to  allow,  he  pointed  out 
that  even  this  added  liability  did  not  exhaust 
the  ■'  audacious  enterprise"'  of  the  gentlemen 
of  the  Council,  as  they  had  taken  on  a  fresh 
liabilit}-  of  nearly  £"5,000  a  year,  as  donations 
or  contributions  to  war  widows  for  the  sup- 
port of  orphan  children  of  printers  who  died 
in  the  war.  (Applause  ) 
Viscount  Aster  and  the  Prince  of   Wales. 

Sir  \'ezey  went  on  to  speak  of  the  import- 
ance, as  a  source  of  revenue,  of  the  annual 
festival.  In  connection  with  last  year's  festi- 
val, he  said,  they  had  had  the  help  of  Major 
Astor,  "at  that  time  a  member  of  the  House 
of  Commons,  now,  to  his  regret,  a  member  of 
the  House  of  Lords,  but  leaving  behind  him 
in  the  humbler  house  his  "better  half.'" 
(Laughter.)  Under  his  presidency,  and  aided 
oy  his  personal  generosity,  they  had  had  the 
most  successful  testival  ever  held  in  connec- 
tion with  this  institution,  something  like 
^£"25,300  being  contributed  to  the  funds  on  that 
occasion.  Sir  \ezey  mentioned  that  the 
Prince  of  Wales  had  honoured  them  with  his 
presence  at  that  festival,  and  had  at  the  meet- 
ing undertaken  to  preside  at  the  next  festival. 
(Applause.)  The  announcement  of  this  had 
aroused  so  much  enthusiasm  among  the  guests 
that  many  got  up  immediately  and  promised 
on  the  spot  donations  amounting  to  many 
thousands  of  pounds  to  tiie  Prince's  list  when 
he  takes  the  chair  in  October  next.  "We 
shall  all  hope,"  said  Sir  Vezey,  "  that  the 
Prince  of  Wales  will  not  only  knit  afresh  the 
kindred  spirit  of  far  distant  parts  of  the  British 
Empire,  but  we  shall— for  our  own  interests  as 


well  as  for  those  of  the  nation— wish  for  his 
safe  return  in  good  time  to  discharge  that 
obligation." 

Sir  Vezey  added  that  the  Council,  while 
gratified  at  the  receipt  of  larger  sums,  were 
not  unmindful  of  the  assistance  given  by  the 
regular  contributions  of  employing  members 
of  the  society,  and  by  the  efforts  of  the  vari- 
ous Auxiliaries.  He  also  expressed  the  grati- 
tude of  the  membership  to  the  Council  for 
their  work  in  bringing  the  society  into  its 
present  remarkable  efficiency  and  sound  con- 
dition. He  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report. 
(Applause.) 

The  Right  Hon.  C.  VV.  Bowerman,  M.P., 
J. P.,  as  one  of  the  trade  auditors,  seconded. 
He  said  that  Mr  G.  Rowland  Blades  and  he 
had  gone  over  the  accounts  and  found  them 
correct,  and  they  both  wished  to  express  ap- 
preciation of  the  manner  in  which  the  accounts 
were  presented.  Mr.  Bowerman  proceeded  to 
speak  of  the  record  of  progress  which  had 
been  made,  and  said  he  was  specially  gratified 
that  the  Almshouse  Fund  had  at  last  been 
rescued  from  its  state  ot  indebtedness,  and  he 
urged  that  of  the  large  receipts  expected  from 
the  next  annual  festival  a  substantial  part— 
"say,  £10,000"— be  allocated  to  place  the 
almshouses  on  a  satisfactory  financial  basis. 

In  the  course  of  a  general  discussion  which 
followed  Mr.  Alford  urged  caution  in  expendi- 
ture. Mr.  Feldwick  suggested  that  steps  be 
taken  to  double  the  pensions  of  the  four  West- 
minster spinster  pensioners  ;  he  proposed  also 
that  a  longer  voting  life  be  allowed  to  the 
auxiliaries.  Mr.  Freeman  emphasised  he  im- 
portance of  the  Orphan  Fund. 

The  chairman  next  skilfully  summed  up  the 
discussion,  replying  briefly  to  points  raised. 
The  resolution  tor  the  adoption  of  the  report 
was  then  put  to  the  meeting  and  carried 
unanimously,  amid  applause. 

Officers  for  the  Coming  Year. 

The  remaining  business  was  transacted  ex- 
peditiously. Mr.  G.  F.  McCorquodale,  Mr.  W. 
A.  Clowes,  Viscount  Burnham  and  Mr.  A.  F. 
blades  were  appointed  trustees,  and  Mr.  W.  A. 
Clowes  treasurer. 

The  meeting  re-appointed  Mr.  R.  Barber, 
Mr.  W.  H.  De  Wilde,  Mr.  C.  J.  Drummond, 
M.B.E.,  J.P.,  Mr.  R.  R.  Gibbs,  Mr.  F.  Hedger, 
Mr.  VV.  A.  Perkins  and  Mr.  Jas.  Thompson  as 
members  of  the  Council. 

Sir  G.  Rowland  Blades,  M.P.,and  the  Right 
Hon.  C.  VV.  Bowerman,  M.P.,  J. P.,  were  re- 
appointed as  trade  auditors ;  and  Messrs. 
Deloitte,  Plender,  Griflfith  and  Co.  as  auditois. 

The  re-appointment  of  Mr.  Joseph  Mortmier 
as  secretary  was  confirmed  amid  hearty  ap- 
plause. Sir  Vezey  Strong,  who  referred  to  Mr. 
Mort  imer  as  an  "encyclopaedia  of  printers' infor- 
mation, "  remarked  upon  the  exacting  nature 
of  the  secretary's  work  and  the  excellence  with 
which  Mr.  Mortimer  had  discharged  his  duties. 
He  spoke  of  the  dinner  given  recently  in  Mr. 
Mortimer's  honour,  at  which  function  a  pre- 
sentation of  plate  had  been  made.  He  had 
asked  Mr.  Mortimer  to  bring  that  piece  of  plate 
to  the  meeting,  as  they  might  be  gratified  to 
read  the  inscription  upon  it  and  to  realise  how 
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greatly  their  secretary  was  appreciated  by 
others. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Christopher  was  re-appointed  as 
collector.  The  report  of  the  scrutineers  as  to 
the  result  of  the  election  of  pensioners,  held  on 
March  13th  was  received,  as  was  also  the  result 
•of  ballot  of  subscribers  upon  alteration  of 
by-laws  16,  82  and  115.  The  meeting  ratified 
the  nomination  by  Mrs.  Mildred  Couchman  of 
Eva  Garrett  as  the  recipient  of  the  Theodore 
Edward  Couchman  Memorial  Pension;  and 
ratification  was  also  made  of  the  nomination 
•by  the  Rev.  W.  D.  H  Petter  of  John  Paul  as 
the  recipient  of  the  G.William  Petter  Memorial 
Pension. 

The  meeting  ended  with  cordial  votes  of 
thanks  to  the  Council  of  the  Printers'  Pension 
■Corporation,  to  the  Governors  of  the  St.  Bride 
Foundation  for  allowing  the  use  of  the  build- 
ing for  the  meeting,  and  to  Sir  Vezey  Strong 
for  presiding.

In  the  City  of  London  Court,  Burrup 
Mathieson  and  Sprague,  Ltd.,  printers  and 
stationers,  31,  Throgmorton-street,  E.C.,  sued 
Capt.  R.  Aked,  secretary,  Mayfield,  Sussex, 
for  £"17  14s.  for  composing  25  copies  of  par- 
ticulars of  the  Laad  Bank  Syndicate.  Mr. 
Pugh  (plaintiffs'  counsel)  said  that  the  defen- 
dant gave  the  order  for  the  printing  to  be 
done  in  a  hurry.  When  plaintiffs  wanted 
payment  defendant  referred  them  to  the 
syndicate,  who  declined  to  pay.  Mr.  Dell 
(defendant's  solicitor)  said  the  defendant  had 
never  admitted  that  there  was  any  personal 
responsibility  on  him  for  the  printing.  De- 
fendant was  the  secretary  of  the  syndicate, 
and  the  syndicate  should  have  paid.  Assistant 
Judge  Jackson  said  that  credit  was  obviously 
given  to  the  defendant,  against  whom  judg- 
ment must  be  given,  with  costs,  although  he 
could  not  understand  why  the  syndicate  had 
not  paid.   


Wages  in  the  Paper  Bag  Trade.— The 
following  new  rates  come  into  force  as  from 
last  Monday  :  Machine  tacklers  (at  23  years 
and  over),  72s.  per  week  of  48  hours;  paper 
bag  cutters,  64s. 

Sunday  Pictorial  Newspapers  (1920), 
Ltd.,  will  shortly  issue,  at  20s.  6d.  per  share, 
500,000  eight  per  cent,  cumulative  preference 
shares  of  £1  each.  The  proceeds  of  the  issue 
will  be  utilised  in  acquiring  interests  in  pulp 
and  paper  mills,  as  well  as  printing  works,  the 
object  being  to  ensure  for  the  company  cheap 
supplies  of  paper,  printmg,  etc. 

Paper  from  Germany.  —  Printing  paper 
was  imported  from  Germany  during  the  past 
,two  months  to  the  extent  of  691  cwts  ,  valued 
at  ;r2,898.  Packing  and  wrapping  paper 
represented  12,303  cwts.  valued  at  £'27,«3o 
and  coated  paper  209  cwts.,  £S\t,.  A  con- 
signment of  German  goods  which  arrived  at 
Swansea  this  week  included  paper  ware.  At 
Bristol,  500  tons  of  paper  were  landed. 


Among  the  many  important  pieces  of  in- 
dustrial research  work  done  in  the  United 
States  during  the  war  was  an  inquiry  carried 
out  by  experts  of  the  U.S.  Forest  Service,  with 
a  view  to  producing  labels  and  shipping  tags 
capable  of  defying  damp  and  wet.  The 
operation  of  shipping  equipment  and  supplies 
to  the  American  Expeditionary  Forces  in 
Europe  had  not  proceeded  very  far  ere  it  was 
reported  that  labels,  address  bands,  and  the 
like,  when  applied  in  the  ordinary  manner 
with  sodium  silicate,  had  shown  a  propensity 
to  peel  off  when  exposed  to  moisture,  with  the 
result  that  shipments  went  astray  and  much 
confusion  resulted.  In  seeking  a  remedy,  the 
object  was  not  merely  an  adhesive  that  would 
enable  a  label  to  keep  its  grip  when  exposed 
to  a  drenching  rain  or  when  the  labelled  box 
was  accidentally  dropped  into  mud  or  water, 
but  an  adhesive  that  would  defy  the  humid 
atmosphere  found  in  the  holds  of  ships,  and 
known  to  play  havoc  with  labels  affixed  with 
ordinary  adhesives. 

Writing  recently  on  this  subject  a  contri- 
butor to  the  American  Stationer  said  that  for 
months  on  end  two  of  Uncle  Sam's  best  ex- 
perts wrestled  with  this  problem.  Test  labels 
were  prepared  from  various  textures  and 
weights  of  papers,  and  exhaustive  experiments 
were  conducted  with  every  type  of  adhesive, 
that  seemed  to  offer  any  promise  of  results. 
Among  the  adhesives  thus  tried  out  were  hide 
glues,  fish  glues,  casein  glues,  dextrines, 
starch,  derivatives  and  silicates.  Labels 
brushed  with  the  respective  kinds  of  adhesives 
were  applied  side  by  side,  to  one-inch  sugar 
pine  boards,  and  these  boards  were  completely 
submerged  in  water  for  twelve  hours  or 
longer,  after  which  the  labels  that  remained 
in  place  were  carefully  examined  to  ascertain 
how  tightly  they  adhered— that  is,  how  much 
effort  was  required  to  detach  them  from  the 
boards. 

The  tests  revealed  that  for  clinging  qualities 
there  was  nothing  to  compare  with  labels 
which  were  applied  with  hide  glue,  fish  glue 
or  casein  glue,  and  subsequently  brushed  over 
with  formaldehyde.  There  was  practically 
no  difference  in  the  results  whether  the  for- 
maldehyde treatment  was  given  immediately 
following  the  application  of  the  label  or  after 
the  glue  had  an  opportunity  to  set.  Conse- 
quently the  conclusion  was  reached  that  glue 
of  the  class  above  indicated,  treated  with 
formaldehyde,  is  the  best  adhesive  for  this 
exacting  class  of  service. 


A  Glasgow  foreman  lithographer  named 
George  A.  Fletcher,  was  found  (dead  at  his 
home,  together  with  his  wife  and  only  child. 
In  a  letter  which  he  left,  stating  that  he  had 
killed  his  wife,  and  that  there  was  nothing  for 
him  and  his  baby  to  live  for,  he  wrote  :  — 
"  This  has  been  caused  by  the  loss  of  sleep. 
I  had  to  leave  my  employment,  as  I  could  not 
carry  on  any  longer,  and  the. wife  never  knew 
of  that.  She  never  went  short  or  wanted,  and 
I  hope  she  suffered  no  pain."

Another  Wage  Demaad. 

We  understand  that  the  Printing  and  Kin- 
dred Trades  Federation  is  putting  in  a 
memorial  to  the  London  Master  Printers' 
Association  for  a  further  advance  in  wages  of 
fifteen  shillings.

Cinema  Newspapers. 

The  relations  of  the  cinema  to  the  news- 
paper were  the  subject  of  comment  by  Lord 
Burnham  and  others  at  the  annual  dinner 
last  week  of  the  Cinematograph  Exhibitors' 
Association.  Master  printers  are  also  inter- 
ested in  this  matter.  Big  forces  are  at  work 
in  the  world  to-day.  and  no  one  can  tell  where 
they  will  finally  land  us.  .Mr.  T.  P.  O'Connor 
suggested  on  the  occasion  referred  to  that  he 
believed  that  in  every  city  in  the  world  which 
had  a  cinema  there  would  be,  before  many 
years,  an  evening  illustrated  cinema  paper. 
There  was  no  reason  why  a  good  theatre 
should  not  have  a  great  corps  of  photo- 
graphers recording  the  events  of  the  day,  pro- 
ducing them  on  the  screen  the  same  evening, 


and  taking  bread  out  of  the  mouths  of  jour- 
nalists. Newspaper  proprietors  are  alive  to 
the  position,  and  Lord  Northcliffe  has  sent  a 
special  commission  of  investigation  to 
America  in  order  to  report  to  him  the  possi- 
bilities of  the  development  of  the  craft  from 
an  educational  point  of  view.  In  making  this 
announcement  Lord  Burnham  remarked  that 
Lord  Northcliffe  had  not  taken  this  course 
without  the  intention  of  going  much  further 
than  investigation.  Of  course,  there  is  room 
in  modern  activity  for  journalists  and  printers 
and  the  cinema  pioneers,  and  Viscount  Burn- 
ham took  a  wise  line  in  suggesting  that 
perhaps  the  best  thing  was  to  enter  into 
frank  co-operation  with  the  cinema  as  so 
many  of  his  colleagues  and  competitors  were 
now  doing.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Mr. 
E.A.  Newbould,  M.P.,himself  a  master  printer, 
is  so  closely  identified  with  the  cinema  indus- 
try in  this  country.

Control  of  the  Press  in  India. 

The  Press  Association  of  India  is  a  body 
which  was  formed  in  1917  for  the  defence  of 
the  interests  of  the  Press  and  for  its  protec- 
tion against  undue  encroachment  upon  liberty. 
Its  status  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  His 
Excellency  the  Viceroy  has  himself  received 
the  Association's  deputation  with  regard  to 
the  disabilities  of  the  Press  in  India.  This 
Association  has  issued  as  a  substantial 
pamphlet  a  "Memorandum"  which  is  of 
great  interest  to  any  who  are  concerned  about 
the  conditions  under  which  the  printer's  art  is 
practised  in  our  great  Dependency.  It  is  ex- 
plained that  Lord  Morley  and  others  of  the 
more  liberal-minded  in  the  Indian  legislature 
did  their  utmost,  by  the  insertion  of  "safe- 
guard" clauses,  to  prevent  the  very  bureau- 
cratic Press  Act  of  igio  from  becoming  an 
instrument  of  despotic  Government  censor- 
ship, but  evidence  is  given  also  of  how  coer- 
cive the  Act  has  nevertheless  been  found  to  be 
in  its  practical  application.  The  pamphlet 
includes  very  disquieting  facts  and  figures  as 
to  the  number  of  publications  and  private 
printing  plants  which  have  been  crippled  or 
put  out  of  business  on  account  of  the  very 
heavy  burdens  which  the  Press  Act  has  im- 
posed upon  the  printing  industry  in  India.

The  News-Print  Consumer. 

Judging  by  the  size  of  the  Sunday  edition 
of  the  New  York  Times  for  January  i8th,  one 
would  not  believe  that  there  was  any  shortage 
of  news-print  in  America.  There  are  nine 
separate  sections  of  the  edition,  one  of  which 
alone  runs  to  24  pages.    Altogether  there  are 
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148  pages,  all  for  5  cents  in  Greater  New  York, 
elsewhere  10  cents.  Each  section  makes  an 
appeal  to  a  particular  interest  — finance,  art, 
sport,  and  so  on.  Advertisements  take  up  at 
least  half  the  total  space,  which  confirms  the 
statement  that  this  department  of  activity  is 
the  principal  cause  of  the  large  consumption 
of  news-print  on  the  other  side. 


Mr.  J.  J.  Keliher,  ex-president  of  the  Lon- 
don Master  Printers'Association,  has  presented 
to  Major  H.  Fordyce  Birch  (secretary)  and  Mr. 
W.  Whyte  (assistant  secretary)  silver  match 
boxes,  with  initials  inscribed,  in  appreciation 
of  their  assistance  during  his  term  of  office. 


Mr.  W.  Howard  Hazell  was  given  a 
prominent  place  in  The  Times  (Trade  Supple- 
ment) last  week  for  his  article  on  plant  de- 
preciation. Incidentally  he  mentions  that  the 
cost  of  machinery  has  doubled  or  more  than 
doubled  under  post-war  conditions  and  sug- 
gests that  unless  the  manufacturer  realises  the 
altered  conditions  due  to  the  appreciation  of 
machinery  he  will  neither  charge  the  cost  of 
replacing  worn-out  plant  to  the  consumer  nor 
accumulate  sufficient  capital  to  purchase  new 
machinery.

Theannual  meeting  of  the  Governing  Board 
of  the  Caxton  Home,  Limpsfield,  was  held  at 
St.  Bride's  Institute,  E.C,  on  March  20th,  Mr. 
C.  J.  Drummond,  J. P.,  presiding,  supported  by 
the  Right  Hon.  C.  W.  Bowerman,  M.P. 
(treasurer),  Messrs.  E.  Briscoe  and  J.  J.  Deasy 
(trustees),  W.  F.  France,  J. P.,  T.  E.  Naylor,  W. 
Vandy  and  a  representative  company. 

The  Chairman  submitted  the  annual  report 
and  balance  sheet,  congratulating  the  Board 
upon  the  satisfactory  position  of  the  Home. 
Income  had  shown  a  very  gratifying  increase, 
and  the  work  generally  had  progressed.  The 
accounts  showed  that  the  ordinary  income 
had  reached  i;"2,698  17s.

6d.  per 
week,  exclusive  of  rail  fare,  extension  payment 
to  £\  IS.  per  week,  and  the  admission  of 
wives  of  members  on  their  own  subscriptions, 
were,  after  a  short  discussion,  unanimously 
accepted.  The  Committee  were  also  em- 
powered to  make  such  financial  arrangements 
as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  enable  the 
War  Memorial  Wing,  in  course  of  erection,  to 
be  completed. 

The  President  (Mr.  C.  J.  Drummond),  and  the 
Treasurer  (Mr.  C.  W.  Bowerman)  were  re- 
appointed. 

Messrs.  H.  C.  Bolton,  A.  Dargavel,  A.  C. 
Fowler,  H.  Wilson  Howes,  G.  A.  Isaacs  and 
H.  C.  Roud  were  added  to  the  list  of  vice- 
presidents. 

The  Secretary  (Mr.  S.  J.  White)  was  re- 
elected, and  the  vacancies  on  the  committee 
filled  by  the  election  of  Messrs.  A.  Gilder 
(Swain  and  Son),  H.  Hallett  (xH.M.S.O.,  Bacon- 
street,  E.),  W.  Rowles  (Cassell's)  and  A.  E. 
Wythe  (Eyre  and  Spottiswoode). 


As  the  result  of  an  investigation  Mr.  H. 
Haertling  (Koll.  Zeits)  on  the  cause  and 
method  of  prevention  of  the  crumbling  of  old 
documents  written  in  ink,  it  has  been  shown 
that  paper  or  parchment  may  be  aged  artifi- 
cially by  heating  at  50  to  60  degs.  Cent,  in  a 
current  of  dry  air  for  five  to  six  hours. 

When  paper  with  a  coating  of  ink  rich  in 
ferric  oxide  is  aged  it  rapidly  becomes  brittle 
and  falls  to  powder.  Colloidal  ferric  oxide 
placed  on  paper,  or  mixed  with  raw  cotton 
and  aged  as  described  above,  causes  the  cellu- 
lose to  fall  to  a  powder  having  a  microcrystal- 
line  structure.

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Under  the  auspices  of  the  Lincohi  Printing 
Crafts  Guild,  and  with  Mr.  A.  G.  Call  (mana- 
ger, Messrs.  Ruddock  and  Sons)  in  the  chair, 
a  lecture  of  considerable  interest  to  the  craft 
was  delivered  in  the  Guild  Room,  St.  Bene- 
dict's-square,  Lincoln,  on  March  i6th,  by  Mr. 
Nevile  Noller  (advertisement  manager,  Messrs. 
Ruston  and  Hornsby,  Ltd.,  engineers,  Lincoln) 
on  "  Outlines  of  an  Advertismg  Campaign." 
The  subject  was  treated  in  a  thorough,  clear, 
instructive  and  entertaining  manner,  and  Mr. 
Noller  elucidated  his  remarks  and  emphasised 
his  chief  points  by  a  series  of  diagrams,  some 
in  colour,  which  were  most  convincing,  and 
added  greatly  to  the  value  of  the  lecture.  The 
difficulties  that  the  "ad.  man"  laboured 
under  were  also  touched  upon  and  suggestions 
made  as  to  how  he  and  the  printer  could  ma- 
terially lighten  each  other's  burdens  by  work- 
ing together  harmoniously. 

In  the  discussion  which  followed  various 
items  criticised  were  dealt  with  more  fully. 
Incidentally,  the  methods  of  American  and 
English  advertisers  were  compared  and  criti- 
cised, much  to  the  advantage  of  the  former.  A 
series  of  advertisement  "  lay-outs,  "  with  the 
finished  advertisement  for  comparison,  were 
placed  on  the  table  for  inspection  and  various 
questions  with  respect  to  these  were  replied  to 
by  Mr.  Noller,  and  the  meeting  terminated 
with  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  lecturer  and  the 
chairman,  carried  by  acclamation. 


The  French  Journal  Officiel  for  March  2nd 
published  a  presidential  decree  dated  Feb- 
ruary 26th  modifying  the  co-efTicients  of  in- 
crease applicable  to  chemical  products.  In 
the  case  of  printing  inks,  includmg  inks  for 
engraving,  typewriter  ink,  etc.  — black  for 
newspapers  (without  drying  oil),  the  rate  of 
import  duty  under  the  general  tariff  is  shown 
to  be  60  francs  per  100  kilos  and  the  mini- 
mum tariff  20  francs  per  100  kilos,  the  co- 
efficient of  increase  being  1-4.  In  the  case  of 
pastes  for  printing  cylinders  with  a  base  of 
gelatine  or  glycerine  v/ith  or  without  the 
addition  of  sugar,  the  general  tariff  is  10  per 
cent,  and  the  minimum  is  5  per  cent.,  no  co- 
efficient of  increase  being  provided  for. 

A  note  to  the  announcem.ent  inthe  Board  of 
Trade  Journal  states  that  articles  of  gelatine, 
such  as  spangles,  tubes,  capsules,  visiting 
cards,  etc.,  whether  or  not  typographically 
printed  in  black  or  in  a  single  non-metallic 
colour,  are  assimilated  to  smallwares  of  other 
materials  (No.  641  bii).  Other  printings  on. 
gelatine  in  leaves  pay  the  duties  applicable  to 
designs,  chromos,  etc.,  on  paper  or  cardboard, 
according  to  kind  (No.  469)-  Leaves  or  plates 
of  gelatine  sensitised  pay  the  duty  applicable 
to  photographic  paper  (No.  461  quater).

Notes  and  News  from  Printing  Correspondents. 


AUSTRALIA. 

General  industrial  conditions  are,  at  the 
time  of  writing,  far  from  satisfactorj'  in  Aus- 
tralia. The  country  has  not  yet  recovered 
from  the  paralysmg  effects  of  the  fifteen  weeks' 
coal  strike  ;  there  is  a  great  deal  of  unemploy- 
ment ;  one  of  the  periodical  droughts  has  us 
in  its  grip  :  and  money  everywhere  is  far  from 
being  free  or  plentiful.  r'he  prmting  trade 
shares  to  some  extent  in  the  general  tribula- 
tions of  our  land,  and  it  has,  of  course,  special 
troubles  of  its  own  as  well. 

Imported   Print  and  Paper. 

The  present  very  unsettled  state  of  our 
political  affairs  keeps  us  waiting  in  consider- 
able suspense  to  learn  what  Governmental 
tariff  measures  may  be  in  store  for  us,  and 
whether  anything  will  be  done  to  give  ade- 
quate help  to  the  Australian  printer.  To-day, 
although  returned  soldiers  and  others  clamour 
for  employment,  and  though  the  trade  looks 
eagerly  for  every  opening  for  expansion  there 
are  huge  importations  of  books  and  manu- 
factured stationery  of  all  sorts  constantly 
pouring  into  our  country,  and  unfortunately 
a  large  part  of  the  imports  are  from  countries 
other  than  the  United  Kingdom. 

Imports  towards  the  end  of  1919  were  large, 
though  statistics  for  the  period,  July  to  Octo- 
ber, indicate  a  decreased  value  of  imports  and 
exports  of  paper  and  stationery.  The  figure 
for  the  four  months  of  this  year,  £1,329,431, 
compares  with  £"1,593,645  in  the  corresponding 
period  of  1918.  Exports  under  the  same 
heading  declined  from  £62,832  to  £58,549. 

Suppliers  in  the  United  Kingdom  and 
other  British  countries  are  being  subjected  to 
severe  competition  from  the  United  States 
and  Japan.  Taking  the  figures  for  the 
quarter  ended  September,  the  United  King- 
dom sent  paper  to  the  value  of  £59,897  and 
other  British  countries  £134,733.  As  against 
these  amounts  we  have  £499,265  representing 
paper  from  the  States  and  £11,442  from  Japan. 
The  total  from  all  countries  was  £767,476. 

Stationery  is  another  direction  in  which 
competition  is  forthcoming,  especially  from 
the  United  States,  whence  came  goods  to  the 
value  of  £105,547,  as  compared  with  £167,018 
from  the  United  Kingdom.  Japan  sent 
£4,180  worth, andother  British  countries  £711, 
the  total  from  all  countries  being  £293,670. 
Masters  and  Men, 

The  organisation  of  master  printers  is 
gradually  proceeding,  and  there  is  now  wide 
realisation  of  the  lact  that  the  time  is  ripe  for 
inter-state  federation,  although  a  conference 
which  it  was  attempted  to  convene  for  the 
discussion  of  this  vital  topic  has  not  as  yet 
been  brought  together. 


Queensland  State  has  made  a  distinct  step 
forward  in  the  matter  of  organisation.  After 
some  months  of  strenuous  work  the  recon- 
structed Queensland  Master  Printers'  and 
Allied  Trades'  Association  was  successfully 
launched  in  December.  There  was  a  splendid 
response  to  the  appeal  made  to  the  printers  of 
Brisbane.  Practically  every  house  of  any 
standing  in  the  city  has  joined  up.  The  old 
stumbling  blocks  have  been  removed,  and  the 
one  aim  and  object  of  the  new  association  is 
for  the  education  of  all  members,  one  by  the 
other,  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  "up- 
building of  our  profession." 

A  large  number  of  applications  have  been 
made  on  behalf  of  various  unions  for  new 
awards  or  variations  of  awards,  in  accordance 
with  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  living. 

Negotiations  are  proceeding  between  re- 
presentatives of  the  Letterpress  Machinists' 
Union  and  the  Employers'  Association.  The 
employees  are  asking  for  an  extra  17s. 

An  application  was  made  by  the  Process 
Engravers'  Union  for  a  variation  of  the  Pro- 
cess Engravers'  (Sydney  Newspapers)  Board's 
award.  By  consent  the  employees  were 
granted  an  increase  of  15s.  6d.  per  week, 
making  the  rates  of  operators  and  half-tone 
etchers  £4  15s.  bd  ,  and  line  etchers  and  prin- 
ters £4  los.  6d. 

The  Printing  Industry  Employees  Union 
have  applied  for  an  award  under  the  Compo- 
sitors' etc..  Males'  (Cumberland  and  New- 
castle) Board. 

The  Bookbinders,  etc..  Males'  (Cumberland 
and  Newcastle)  award  has  been  varied  by  the 
addition  of  £1  4s.  a  week  to  the  wage  of 
adult  employees  in  the  metropolitan  area,  and 
i6s.  a  week  to  adults  in  the  Newcastle  dis- 
trict. 

An  application  was  made  to  the  Industrial 
Court  at  Sydney  by  the  Cardboard  and  Paper 
Box  Employees'  Association  for  a  variation  of 
the  Cardboard  Box-makers' (State)  award.  Mr. 
M'Grath  (for  the  applicant  union)  stated  that 
this  was  an  application  in  accordance  with 
the  leave  reserved  by  the  Court  to  add  17s.  to 
the  adult  rates,  in  accordance  with  the  Board 
of  Trade's  declaration  on  the  living  wage. 
The  Court  varied  the  award,  giving  increases 
of  17s.  a  week  to  adult  males.  The  junior 
rates  are  to  be  arranged. 

In  the  following  application  the  wages  of 
employees,  who  are  receiving  less  than  the 
Board  of  Trades'  recent  declaration  as  to  the 
living  wage,  were  brought  up  to  the  board's 
standard  :  — Paper  Milling  (State)  Award,  ap- 
plication by  Factory  Employees'  Union  for 
variation. 
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The  distinction  of  intimating  the  first  new 
strike  of  the  new  year  rests  with  the  litho- 
graphers, who  have  decided  to  cease  work. 
The  men  demand  the  living  wage  increase  of 
I7S.  a  week.  The  employeis  have  offered 
them  IIS. 6d. 

The  New  South  Wales  Board  of  Trade  has 
held  the  public  inquiry  prescribed  by  the  In- 
dustrial Arbitration  Act,  T912  (as  amended), 
as  to  the  average  cost  of  living  of  adult 
female  employees  in  order  to  declare  what 
shall  be  the  living  wage  to  be  paid  to  the  said 
employees.  The  Board  finds  that  £1  19s.  a 
week  is  the  cost  of  living  for  adult  female 
workers  of  the  humblest  class  living  away 
from  home  in  the  metropolitan  area,  and 
having  no  other  responsibilities.  In  the 
course  of  this  inquiry,  Miss  I.  Cashman, 
secretary  of  the  Female  Workers'  Printing 
Union,  said  that  the  girls  in  her  union  were 
not  able  to  live  on  30s.  a  week,  and  had  to 
take  other  work. 

Some  Commercial  Developments. 

Lamson  Paragon,  Ltd.,  have  decided  to 
increase  the  capital  of  the  company  from 
£ 37,000  to  ^75,000.  To  shareholders  24,800  £1 
shares  are  to  be  distributed  pro  rata  at  par, 
and  the  balance  of  13,000  shares  to  be  held  in 
reserve. 

A  coMPKEHENSivE  review  of  the  position  of 
Messrs.  Edwards,  Dunlop  and  Co.,  Ltd.,  paper 
merchants,  etc.,  appears  in  the  Sydney  Sun. 
This  is  one  of  the  companies  which  have  issued 
bonus  shares  of  late.  Recently  it  capitalised 
£50,000  of  its  reserves  of  £^"132. 300,  and  issued 
to  both  its  preference  and  its  ordinary  share- 
holders bonusshares  in  the  proportion  of  about 
five  new  shares  for  34  existing  shares.  This 
was  a  generous  distribution ;  nevertheless  it 
did  not  seriously  reduce  the  company's  re- 
serves, whose  balance  is  over  £^82,000.  As  a 
result  of  this  issue,  the  ordinary  capital  has 
been  increased  from  £"254,231  to  ;^304,23i. 

The  company  has  been  doing  well,  but 
there  is  nothing  to  suggest  that  its  profits 
are  unduly  large.  During  the  April,  1919, 
year  its  net  earnings,  £^^,028,  were  only  £"500 
better  than  those  of  1918.  Compared  with 
the  net  profits  of  £"38,800  shown  in  1915,  the 
improvement  was  not  more  than  about  £^8,200. 
The  dividends  paid  have  been  moderate.  The 
86,509  £1  preference  shares  receive  their  fixed 
5  per  cent.,  which  makes  this  capital  cheap 
money.  On  the  ordinary  shares  10  per  cent. 
per  annum  has  been  steadily  paid  for  the  past 
five  years.  The  charge  involved  was  nearly 
£"29,750,  leaving  about  £"17,300  for  reserve. 

Financially  the  company  is  strong,  though 
its  liabilities,  exclusively  to  sundry  creditors, 
rose  by  £"70,700  last  year  to  over  £^148,200. 
Against  these  obligations,  however,  there  is 
nearly  £"117,000  in  war  loans,  company  shares 
and  cash,  while  the  sundry  debtors  exceed 
£"185,000,  about  £"3,000  lower  on  the  year.  The 
growth  in  liabilities  has  presumably  been  due 
to  incidence  of  trade,  for  it  is  entirely  repre- 
sented by  more  stock.  The  report  explains 
that  the  growth  of  £"77,400  in  the  stock  to 
£"250,800  is  "  owing  to  manufacturers  on  the 


other  side  of  the  world  hurrying  forward  all 
orders  on  hand  at  the  time  of  the  cessation  of 
hostilities."  In  due  course  the  surplus  will  be 
disposed  of,  and  the  stock  resume  its  normal 
proportions. 

The  general  outlook  for  the  company  is 
good,  and  the  business  should  continue  to 
earn  satisfactory  profits.  Still,  the  ordinary 
shares  are  high  at  34s.  unless  there  is  a  rea- 
sonable prospect  of  a  higher  dividend  than  10 
per  cent,  per  annum  in  future.  The  yield, 
£"5  17s.  8d.  per  cent.,  is  certainly  a  low  one  for 
a  trading  company's  shares.  There  is  no 
active  market  in  the  preference  shares. 

Information  is  also  forthcoming  concern- 
ing the  accounts  of  J.  Fielding  and  Co..  Ltd., 
cardboard  box-makers  and  printers,  for  the 
year  ended  September  30th  last,  which  show 
a  net  profit  for  the  period  of  £"9,760.  With  £"73 
brought  forward  the  sum  of  £^9,833  was  avail- 
able, and  has  been  dealt  with  as  follows:  — 
Dividend  of  10  percent,  £"4,000;  addition  to 
reserves  (increasing  sum  to  £^27,433),  £"5,500  ; 
balance  carried  forward,  £"333. 

The  present  capital  is  £"40,000  in  fully- 
paid  £"1  shares  ;  but  the  directors  state  that 
the  growth  of  the  company's  business  has 
been  such  that,  together  with  higher  values 
of  materials,  more  money  is  needed.  Con- 
sent has  been  obtained  from  the  Federal 
authorities  for  power  to  increase  the  capital 
to  £"100,000,  for  issue  and  subscription  at  the 
discretion  of  the  directors. 

The  report  of  Messrs.  W.  E.  Smith,  Ltd.,  for 
the  half-year  ended  October  31st  states  that, 
after  writing  off  the  sum  of  £^661  for  deprecia- 
tion, etc.,  there  is  a  profit  of  £"4,247,  which, 
with  £"155  brought  forward,  makes  £"4,402 
available,  from  which  it  is  proposed  to  pay  a 
dividend  of  9d.  per  share,  absorbing  £"2,812, 
to  transfer  forward  £"1,500  to  reserve  (making 
it  £"12,500),  and  to  carry  forward  £"90.  These 
figures  show  substantial  progress  during  the 
past  year. 

The  Australasian  Publishing  Co.,  Ltd.,  has 
been  formed  with  a  capital  of  £"10,000,  in  £"1 
shares,  to  carry  on  the  business  of  publishers, 
booksellers,  stationers,  etc.  First  directors, 
George  Stewart  Harrap  and  two  directors  to 
be  appointed  by  Constable  and  Co.,  Ltd., and 
George  G.  Harrap  and  Co.,  Ltd.,  so  long  as 
they  hold  2,000  shares  in  the  original  capital. 

Another  new  company  is  that  of  Easton 
and  Co.,  Ltd.,  registered  with  a  capital  of 
£"5,000,  in  £"1  shares,  to  acquire  the  business 
of  linotype-setting  carried  on  by  Alexander 
Easton  and  James  William  Gerrard  at  234, 
Clarence-street,  Sydney,  etc.  First  directors: 
Alexander  Easton  (chairman),  James  William 
Gerrard  (also  secretary),  and  George  Ernest 
Grahame. 

Publicity,  Ltd.,  has  been  formed  with  a 
capital  of  £"2,500,  in  £^i  shares,  to  act  as  adver- 
tising agents,  etc.  Directors:  H.R.  Tear  and 
A.  Whitford.    Office  :  Sydney. 

Books  and  Magazines. 

A  LEADER  writer  in  the  Melbourne  Age  has 
a   long    dissertation   on   the  decline    of    the 
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book-publishing  business  during  the  past  few 
years.  While  it  has  been  accentuated  by  the 
war,  the  process  had  begun  before  that. 
Ephemeral  publications  such  as  the  magazine 
and  the  cheap  novel  class,  are  taking  the  place 
of  the  more  permanent  literature.  It  is 
pointed  out  that  the  high  price  of  printing, 
paper  and  all  the  other  accessories  of  book- 
making,  together  with  increased  wages  and 
shortage  of  labour,  have  raised  the  price  of 
books. 

But  the  high  cost  of  printing,  etc.,  is  not 
the  only  factor  that  hinders  the  development 
of  book  production  m  Australia.  The  copy- 
right laws  need  radical  revision  if  justice  is  to 
be  done  between  this  country  and  America. 
Publishers  complain  that  every  Australian 
book  worth  while  is  promptly  pirated  in 
America,  though  all  sorts  of  American  fiction 
that  is  dumped  here  is  never  pirated  at  all. 

The  New  South  Wales  Government  has 
formulated  a  scheme  to  encourage  Australian 
literature  by  buying  the  copyright  of  literary 
work  by  local  writers  considered  ol  sufficient 
merit.  The  decision  on  this  point  would  rest 
with  a  committee,  which  would  include  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Government,  the  university, 
proprietary  and  working  journalism,  science, 
the  booksellers  of  the  State,  and  some  author 
of  recognised  merit.  The  committee  would 
examine  each  original  work  of  the  year,  and 
recommend  the  ourchase  of  the  best. 

The  special  conditions  caused  by  the  war 
period,  led  to  a  very  material  increase  in  the 
number  of  American  periodicals  imported  into 
Australia.  This  development  has  been  so 
marked  as  to  suggest  that  magazines  of  Ameri- 
can origin  are  supplanting  those  of  British 
publishers  among  Australian  readers.  The 
management  of  the  largest  magazine  dis- 
tributing business  in  the  Commonwealth  told 
a  Press  representative  recently  that  whereas 
the  sale  of  English  periodicals  was  a  long  way 
ahead  of  the  American  five  years  ago,  to-day 
it  would  be  approximately  true  to  say  that  the 
circulation  of  American  magazines  in  the 
Commonwealth  has  increased  100  per  cent., 
and  that  of  English  has  fallen  50  oer  cent. 

The  Press  Congress  of  the  world  will  meet 
in  Sydney  during  October,  1920,  in  accordance 
with  a  longstanding  invitation  from  the 
Government  of  New  South  Wales.  Member- 
ship is  open  to  all  persons  engaged  in  any 
branch  of  Press  work— literary,  art,  commer- 
cial, mechanical,  etc.  — and  those  desirous  of 
participating  are  requested  to  communicate 
as  early  as  possible  with  Captain  J.  W. 
Niesigh,  official  secretary  of  the  Congress, 
Premier's  office.  Sydney.  Advices  received 
from  Europe,  North,  South,  and  Central 
America,  and  the  Far  East  in  particular,  dis- 
close widespread  international  interest  and 
intended  participation  by  foreign  countries. 

The  Sydney  Sun  advertises  itself  as  the  most 
widely  circulated  paper  in  Australia.  Its  sales 
have  exceeded  the  figure  of  a  million  per  vveek. 

The  recent  delivery  of  the  Sydney  Daily 
Telegraph  in  Bathurst  before  breakfast,  six 
and  a  quarter  hours  in  advance  of  the  quickest 


railway  time,  is  an  event  which  heralds  the 
coming  of  new  conditions  in  the  settlement  of 
this  continent.  The  papers  were  carried  by 
aeroplane  and  were  in  the  hands  of  Bathurst 
readers  by  6.15  a.m.  People  of  Parkes  276 
miles  distant,  had  their  Daily  Telegraph  at 
9.22  and  Condobolin,  338  miles  away,  was 
served  at  11.20. 

Qovernment  Printing. 

In  his  report  upon  the  administation  of  the 
Public  Works  Department,  the  Royal  Com- 
missioner refers  to  the  effect  of  rigid  obser- 
vances of  hard  and-fast  regulations,  and  sug- 
gests that  discretionary  power  to  vary  the 
incidence  of  a  regulation  in  special  circum- 
stances should  rest  with  the  Public  Service 
Board,  or  even  with  permanent  heads.  To 
illustrate  the  necessity  for  this,  he  instances 
a  case  where  the  officer  in  charge  of  the 
Broken  Hill  water  supply  required  certain 
ledgers.  The  officer  received  a  quotation  from 
an  Adelaide  firm  for  ;(;"54  15s.,  but  because  of 
an  executive  minute  the  ledgers  were  supplied 
by  the  Government  Printing  Office  at  a  total 
cost,  including  freight,  of  £67  19s.  gd. 

The  controversy  over  the  location  of  the 
Federal  note  printing  establishment  which 
has  continued  so  long,  Sydney,  Canberra  and 
Melbourne  all  having  ha'd  their  advocates,  is 
brought  to  an  end  by  the  recommendation  of 
the  Works  Committee  recently  tabled  in  Par- 
liament. The  Federal  Notes  Printing  Office, 
the  location  of  which  it  was  recently  urged 
should  beat  the  Federal  capital,  is  to  be  in 
Melbourne  unless  Parliament  decides  to  the 
contrary. 

Actions   at  Law. 

Great  interest  attends  the  case  now  pro- 
ceeding in  the  High  Court,  in  which  Mr. 
Thomas  Joseph  Ryan,  ex-Premier  of  Queens- 
land, is  bringing  an  action  against  the  pro- 
proprietors,  editor  and  publisher  of  the  Mel- 
bourne Argus,  and  the  writer  of  a  leading 
article,  claiming  £'10,000  damages  in  respect 
to  an  alleged  libellous  leading  article  pub- 
lished in  the  Argus  on  November  29th,  1917. 
The  alleged  libel  was  published  during  the 
second  conscription  campaign.  Mr.  Ryan 
complains  principally  that  his  accusers  had 
sought  deliberately  to  injure  that  which  a 
man  in  his  position  held  most  sacred— his 
reputation  for  loyalty. 

The  Hobart  Mercury  won  its  case  in  the 
recent  action  for  libel,  brought  against  its 
proprietors  by  Mr.  Meagher,  Assistant  Com- 
missioner of  the  Public  Service  (formerly 
Chairman  of  the  Public  Service  Board. 

At  Melbourne  a  case  has  just  been  heard  at 
the  City  Court,  in  which  some  remarkable 
statements  in  advocacy  of  an  Irish  republic, 
published  in  a  four-page  document,  got  up  in 
the  style  of  a  newspaper  and  bearing  the 
name  of  The  Republic,  were  read.  The 
printers  of  the  document,  Robert  Eraser  and 
Frederick  W.  Jenkinson,  were  presented  on 
charges  of  printing  and  publishing  a  libel. 
Mr.  Bryant  prosecuted  for  the  Crown.  In  the 
course  of  the  defence  it  was  claimed  that  the 
case  had  been  brought  by  the  Commonwealth 
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Crown  Law  authorities  to  aid  the  Attorney- 
General  and  the  Prime  Minister  in  their  elec- 
tion campaign. 

niscellaneous  Jottings. 

Ink  has  been  made  in  Queensland,  and  the 
conditions  of  its  manufacture  give  some  pro- 
mise of  commercial  development.  A  ship 
carrying  ink  for  the  Trinity  Times  (Cairns) 
was  declared  "  black,"  and  it  looked  as  if  the 
paper  would  have  to  put  up  the  shutters  for  a 
time.  However,  Mr.  J.  Campbell,  who  has 
battled  hard  in  the  past  to  find  a  market  for 
printing  paper  manufactured  from  native 
grasses,  came  to  the  rescue  with  ink  manufac- 
tured from  a  local  plant,  which  has  every 
appearance  of  being  equal  to  all  demands  for 
newspaper  printing,  and  it  is  suggested  if  the 
maker  can  produce  it  at  low  cost  he  should 
be  able  to  command  the  whole  northern 
trade. 

The  German  Rrm  of  Steinmesse  and  Stoll- 
berg,  printing  machine  makers,  Nurnberg, 
Bavaria,  has  sent  to  printing  firms  in  Sydney 
illustrated  catalogues  with  laudatory  notice 
from  German  users  of  their  machines. 

A  SERIOUS  loss  of  paper  occurred  in  a 
fire  at  a  Port  Adelaide  store  recently.  Be- 
tween 2,0G0  and  3,000  reels  of  paper  belong- 
ing to  the  Advertiser  which  had  just  been 
unloaded  from  the  ships  were  destroyed. 
Of  the  total  estimated  damage  of  £"30,000, 
the  more  serious  part  of  the  loss  is  that  of 
the  paper. 

NEW  ZEALAND. 

The  Arbitration  Court  has  filed  orders 
amending  Dominion  awards  in  printing 
trades,  all  the  orders  coming  into  operation 
on  January  ist. 

In  the  New  Zealand  typographical  award 
the  bonus  has  been  increased  by  4s.  a  week  to 
journeymen,  except  piece- workers.  Thepiece- 
vyorkers  are  to  be  paid  a  bonus  of  4s.  in  addi- 
tion to  whatever  their  earnings  may  be.  Over- 
time rates  have  been  increased  to  time  and  a- 
half  for  the  first  three  hours,  and  double  time 
thereafter.  Overtime  for  piece-workers  has 
been  increased  from  time  and  a-third  to  time 
and  a-half. 

In  a  memorandum  the  Court  traverses  the 
grounds  upon  which  the  application  was 
made,  and  disallows  the  whole  of  these  with 
the  except-ion  of  tire  cost  of  living.  The  union 
sought  in  effect  to  induce  the  Court  to  enter- 
tain a  variety  of  circumstances  which,  al- 
though germain  to  the  making  of  a  new 
award,  were  beyond  the  scope  of  an  applica- 
tion under  the  Act  for  an  amendment  of  an 
already  existing  award.  "  It  certainly  seems," 
says  the  judgment,  "  that  the  wages  of  the 
workers  in  this  industry  are  not  commensurate 
with  the  high  degree  of  skill  required  of  them, 
and  that  they  compare  unfavourably  in  this 
respect  with  the  present  wages  of  workers  in 
other  skilled  trades.  This,  however,  is  only  a 
matter  which  can  properly  be  dealt  with  at 
the  making  of  a  new  award,  and  after  hearing 
the  contentions  of  all  parties  concerned." 

In  the  lithographers'  and  letterpress  ma- 
chinists' award,  the  bonus  has  been  increased 


by  4s.  per  week,  and  overtime  raised  to  time 
and  a-half  for  the  first  three  hours  and  double 
time  thereafter. 

In  the  New  Zealand  (except  Wellington 
district)  bookbinders,  paper  rulers  and  cutters' 
award,  the  bonus  to  all  journeymen,  except 
piece-workers,  has  been  increased  by  4s.  a 
week.  Piece-workers  are  to  be  paid  a  bonus 
of  4s.  a  week  in  addition  to  their  earnings. 
Overtime  has  been  increased  to  time  and  a- 
half  for  the  first  three  hours,  and  double  time 
thereafter,  and  all  work  done  between  mid- 
night and  the  usual  time  of  commencing 
work  shall  be  paid  for  at  the  rate  of  double 
time. 

The  "  increase  in  the  cost  of  books,  which 
has  induced  people  to  borrow  rather  than  to 
buy,"  is  given  as  one  of  the  reasons  for  the 
growth  in  the  numbers  of  books  issued  from 
the  lending  department  of  the  Auckland 
libraries— in  a  return  presented  to  the  Library 
Committee  by  the  chief  librarian,  Mr.  John 
Barr.  The  total  number  of  books  lent  in 
October,  1919,  was  21,(399,  ^.s  compared  with 
14,744  in  1918,  and  considerably  smaller  num- 
bers tor  ttie  years  preceding. 

Mr.J.D.  Wickham,  who  died  at  his  resi- 
dence, Whitaker  Place,  Auckland,  on  October 
8th,  at  the  advanced  age  of  82  years,  had 
been  associated  with  journalism  in  Auckland 
tor  over  40  years,  and  was  attached  to  the 
Auckland  Weekly  News  for  the  greater  portion 
of  that  period. 

INDIA. 

The  development  of  the  printing  industry 
in  India  is  hampered  by  many  01  the  diffi- 
culties with  which  tne  Home  trade  also  is 
faced.  Printing  machinery  is  very  scarce,  and 
the  demand  is  greater  than  the  supply  avail- 
able. Paper  prices  are  going  up.  Cream 
laid  foolscap  papers  of  any  standard  weights 
are  not  obtainable. 

Labour  unrest  in  Bombay,  which  has 
manilested  itselt  in  strikes  among  the  mill 
hands  and  dockers,  recently  spread  to  the  em- 
ployees of  the  Tifnes  of  India  job  department. 
About  800  men  suddenly  went  out  and  re- 
fused to  start  again  until  their  demands  were 
granted.  Two  deputations  were  interviewed 
by  the  managing  director,  who  informed  the 
men  that  unless  they  resumed  work  their  de- 
mands could  not  be  considered.  After  three 
days  the  strikers  were  induced  by  the  com- 
posing room  overseer,  Mr.  E.  Cullingham,  to 
resume  work  unconditionally,  and  '  the 
management  then  posted  a  notice  granting  a 
general  increase,  varying  from  10  per  cent,  tor 
the  higher  paid  ranks  to  25  per  cent,  for  the 
lower  paid  workmen.  Since  1917  the  wages 
of  the  whole  of  the  Indian  employees  of  the 
firm  have  been  increased  by  more  than  100 
per  cent. 

For  the  first  time  in  its  history,  the  Anglo- 
Indian  newspaper,  the  Pioneer  of  .\llahabad, 
has  encountered  the  effects  of  a  strike.  The 
paper  could  not  be  published  for  several  days. 

The  Poona  Press  Owner's  Association, 
opened  on  the  20th  January,  is  an  institution 
for  training  students  in  composing,  printing 


binding  and  allied  arts.  The  scarcity  of 
skilled  labour  has  brought  in  the  combined 
efforts  of  all  concerned  to  start  this  institu- 
tion. A  scholarship  will  be  allowed  to  each 
student  troni  the  start. 

Amongst  the  many  important  resolutions 
passed  by  the  thirty-'fourth  Indian  National 
Congress  held  at  Amritsar  in  Christmas  week 
was  one  unanimously  demanding  the  repeal 
of  the  Indian  Press  Act  of  lyio.  The  new  re- 
forms without  the  freedom  of  the  Press  are^ 
said  an  Indian  speaker,  "  like  tea  without 
sugar."  It  was  resolved  :  "  That  the  Press  be 
free,  and  no  licence  or  security  be  demanded 
on  registration  of  a  press  or  a  newspaper." 

The  people  of  .Madras  recently  celebrated 
the  sixtieth  birthday  ceremony  of  .Mr.  S. 
Kasturi  Ranga  Iyengar,  the  talented  editor  of 
the  Hindu.  Mr.  lyanger  had  the  honour  to 
visit  England,  France  and  Flanders,  at  the 
mvitation  of  His  Majesty's  Imperial  Govern- 
ment. During  his  stay  in  England,  he  was 
honoured  b\-  the  Institute  of  Journalists,  an 
honorarj-  membership  being  conferred  upon 
him.  As  soon,  however,  as  he  returned  from 
England,  he  was  asked  to  pay  the  security  for 
his  press  on  the  pretext  of  change  of  declara- 
tion from  his  son's  name  to  his  own  ! 
■  On  December  7th,  the  proprietors  of  the 
Gujarati  type  foundry,  Bombay,  were  "At 
Home  "  to  the  members  of  the  Bombay  Press 
OA'ner's  Association  and  brother  printers  of 
tne  town.  The  questions  of  higher  wages, 
scarcity  of  skilled  labour,  cost  system,  etc., 
were  ably  discussed  by  Mr.  M.  C.  Modi,  Mr. 
Hasanalli,  Mr.  Miller  and  others. 

A  NEW  evening  daily  English  paper,  the 
Democrat,  will  soon  appear  at  Bombay,  and 
the  Democratic  World  at  Allahabad,  under  the 
management  of  two  registered  Nationalist 
companies. 

The  District  Magistrate,  Rangoon,  ordered 
Maung  Bah  Laing,  editor  ot  the  Burma 
Observer,  under  Section  103  of  the  Criminal 
Penal  Code,  to  find  two  securities  of  Rs.3,000 
each  for  his  good  behaviour  for  twelve 
months,  otherwise  to  undergo  one  year's 
rigorous  imprisonment.  The  articles  com- 
plained of  contained  a  suggestion  of  im- 
morality in  connection  with  dancing  at 
European  clubs.  The  money  was  subse- 
quently paid  into  court. 

A  DECLARATION  has  been  filed  at  Delhi 
under  the  Indian  Press  Act  for  a  high-class 
Urdu  fortnightly  entitled  the  Qiiam.  The 
main  object  of  the  journal  is  to  be  the 
political  education  of  women,  and  it  is 
launched  under  the  joint  editorship  of  Fadar 
Sajadshaba  and  Mrs.  Abbas  Hussain  Qar. 

Owing  to  the  change  of  publisher  of  the 
Congress,  an  Urdu  daily  of  Delhi,  the  order  of 
the  Punjab  Government  of  April  last  pro- 
hibiting the  paper's  entry  into  the  Punjab, 
becomes  inoperative  ;  therefore  a  similar 
order  has  been  servea  on  the  present  pub- 
lisher. 

It  is  said  that  the  present  board  of  directors 
of  the  Bombay  Chronicle  have  cabled  to  Mr. 
Henry  Nevinson  offering  him  the  editorship. 
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He  was  in  India  in  1907  as  the  correspondent 
of  the  Manchester  Guardian,  and  made  many 
friends  among  Indian  politicians. 

The  Western  India  Prospecting  Syndicate 
of  which  Mr.  Ambalal  Sarabhi,  of  Ahmeda- 
bad  is  the  managing  director,  intends  estab- 
lishing several  industries  in  the  United  Pro- 
vinces on  modern  lines  in  the  near  future. 
The  Syndicate  has  secured  the  services  of  Mr. 
J.  P.  Srivastava,  formerly  industrial  chemist 
to  the  United  Provinces  Government,  and  the 
manufacture  of  paper  is  one  of  the  industries 
that  are  to  be  established.  It  is  understood 
that  the  Director  of  Industries,  United  Pro- 
vinces, believing  local  capital  to  be  shy  as  far 
as  new^'  ventures  are  concerned,  has  invited 
the  Syndicate  to  operate  in  these  Provinces. 

Mr.  J.  Gray,  late  Deputy  Superintendent 
and  Press  and  Forms  Manager,  Ailpore  Jail 
Press,  Calcutta,  has  died  after  an  illness  of 
only  two  days'  duration.  Mr.  Gray  was  well 
known  in  trade  circles  in  the  Calcutta  dis- 
trict. 

CANADA. 

When  severe  paper  shortage — amounting 
in  the  case  of  news-print  to  an  actual  famine 
— is  added  to  the  general  rising  costs  of  all 
materials  and  of  all  labour,  the  Canadian 
printer,  it  will  be  realised,  finds  himself  in  no 
enviable  position  as  regards  his  hope  of  ex- 
pansion of  business.  The  lengths  to  which  the 
news- print  impasse  has  developed  can  be 
gathered  from  the  following  announcement 
which  appeared  in  a  Winnipeg  paper  on  Feb- 
ruary nth  ;  'To  day's  issue  of  the  Tribune  is 
•  adless '  for  the  reason  that  only  enough  paper 
for  a  six-page  edition  was  on  hand  at  press 
time.  The  Tribune  regrets  keenly  that  it  must 
disappoint  its  advertising  patrons  and  its  host 
of  readers,  who  shop  in  the.  Tribune  before 
they  shop  in  the  stores.  Only  dire  necessity 
compels  the  elimination  of  advertising." 

Ott.\wa  has  received  a  new  scale  for  book 
and  job  work,  both  handmen  and  operators 
getting  the  Toronto  scale  of  $32  for  eight 
hours.  The  contract  covers  a  period  of  23 
months,  July  ist,  igiq,  to  May  31st,  1921.  This 
is  an  increase  of  |8  per  week. 

A  NEW  scale  has  been  negotiated  in  Saska- 
toon, providing  for  §42  and  $45  for  day  and 
night  work  respectively,  for  one  year,  and 
then  $44  and  $47  for  one  year. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Employing 
Printers'  and  Bookbinders'  Association  of 
Winnipeg,  the  agreement  v/ith  the  Press- 
men's Union  was  amended  by  raising  all 
wage  rates  by  f  6  per  week,  the  new  rates  to 
remain  in  force  until  the  agreement  expires  on 
June  30th  next.  The  wage  rates,  based  on  the 
48-hour  week,  now  are:  Gordon  pressmen  in 
charge  of  one  or  two  presses,  I2400;  Gordon 
pressmen  in  charge  of  three  or  more  presses, 
§30.00;  experienced  cylinder  feeders,  f  24.00; 
Osterlind  or  Kelly  pressmen,  $30.00  ;  cylinder 
pressmen,  $35.00. 

"  A  FEW  weeks  ago,  the  Corporation  of  the 
City  of  Ottawa  called  for  tenders  for  its  de- 
partmental annual  reports,"  says  the  Cana- 
dian   Printer    and    Publisher.      "  The    total 
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The  cost 
of  Ink  is  as 
nothing 

compared  with  the  cost  of 
paper,  composition  and 
presswork ;  yet  upon  the 
kind  of  ink  used  depends 
largely  the  quality  of  the 
printing. 

Out  of  a  dozen  estimates  given  last 
year  in  a  technical  journal  amount- 
ing in  all  to  £795  16s.  lid.,  the  total 
cost  of  ink  was  given  as  £2  8s.  9d. 
Ink  at  twice  the  price  would  still 
be  cheap. 

The  moral  is  :     Use  the  best  inks.

Five  bids 
were  put  in  for  the  work,  with  the  following 
remarkable  results:— A  quoted  $1.15  per  page, 
B  1 1.70,  C  $2.gS,  D  $4.20,  E  8485.  As  an  in- 
stance of  '  guesstimating  '  this  must  surely  be 
regarded  as  a  classic.  Both  jobs  were  for  in- 
stitutions fully  prepared  to  pay  a  fair  price 
for  services  rendered  or  work  performed." 

In  the  eight  months  ended  November  last, 
Canada  imported  from  the  United  States 
paper  and  manufactures  of  paper  to  the  value 
of  $8,569,217,  and  books  and  printed  matter 
valued  at  $6,802,898. 

Following  his  recent  visit  to  Great  Britain, 
Mr.  H.  Shernff,  of  the  Hodge-Sherriff  Paper 
Co.,  sums  up  his  impressions  of  Canadian 
paper  trade  prospects  with  the  Motherland  by 
saying  that  there  is  a  great  feeling  of  friend- 
ship for  Canada  in  Great  Britain  and  that  the 
British  are  prepared  to  support  Canadian 
manufacturers  if  the  Canadian  manufacturers 
treat  them  fairly. 

The  old  saying  an  "  Englishman's  word  is 
as  good  as  his  bond  "  still  holds  good,  and  as 
long  as  good  treatment  is  meted  out  by  the 
Canadian  paper  man  there  will  be  a  good 
market  in  Great  Britain  for  the  Canadian 
product.  The  feeling  is  one  of  friendship  ex- 
tended to  every  department  of  business 
activity. 

Mr.  Sherriff  sounded  a  note  of  warning 
-against  Canadian  manufacturers  overbooking 
orders  for  shipment  to  Great  Britain  and 
urged  that  the  papermakers  accept  no  orders 
that  they  are  not  sure  of  fulfilling,  in  order 
that  confidence  in  the  trade  relations  between 
the  two  countries  might  be  maintained.

Semi-official   Rationing  for  Newspapers. 


The  Office  Xational  de  la  Presse,  an  organi- 
sation representative  partly  of  the  Govern- 
ment and  partly  of  newspaper  proprietors, 
which  regulates  the  supply  of  paper  for  the 
French  Press,  has  decided,  at  a  meeting  at 
which  representatives  of  more  than  300 
journals  were  present,  to  prolong  its  existence 
at  least  till  next  June. 

It  was  decided  also,  says  The  Times  Paris 
correspondent,  to  ask  the  Government  to  fix 
the  minimum  price  of  newspapers  at  20  cen- 
times, in  view  of  the  increasing  cost  of  paper. 
Doubtless  this  attempt  to  fix  a  minimum  is 
dictated  by  a  desire  for  protection  against 
mushroom  journals.  As  it  is,  French  news- 
papers find  it  very  difficult  to  get  supplies 
even  for  the  shrunken  sheets  to  which,  in  com- 
parison with  their  English  contemporaries, 
they  have  been  long  reduced. 

It  was  also  resolved  to  ask  the  Government 
to  make  a  statutory  weekly  day  of  rest  for  the 
whole  of  the  Press.  Monday  is  generally 
favoured  as  the  day  on  which  newspapers 
should  not  appear. 


Sir  Harry  Brittain,  M.P.,  has  been  unani- 
mously elected  president  of  the  British  Inter- 
national Association  of  Journalists,  and  Mr. 
Leon  Gaster  has  been  appointed  London 
secretary. 

Coloured  Printing.— Mr.  A.  A.  Govan  has 
patented  a  method  whereby  books  and 
magazines  are  printed  on  leaves  of  coloured 
paper  with  ink  of  a  colour  contrasting  with 
that  of  the  paper.  For  example,  a  mellow 
green  paper  is  printed  on  with  bright  purple 
ink,  or  vice  versa.

Review    of    Market    Conditions. 


The  London  and  River  Plate  Bank  recently 
published  a  review  of  the  paper  trade  in  the 
Argentina,  savs  the  South  American  Journal, 
which  remarks  that  the  potentialities  of  that 
country  as  a  paper  consumer  are  now  becom- 
ing generallv  known. 

The  concensus  of  opinion  is  that  stocks  are 
low.  and  that  while  news  print  in  bobbins  is 
practicallv  monopolised  by  North  American 
interests, 'including  Canadian  firms,  in  other 
lines  there  are  openings  for  better-class  pro- 
ducts. Scandinavian  competition  is  begin- 
ning to  make  some  impression  on  the  news- 
print market,  as  Finnish  and  German  paper 
IS  promised,  but  does  not  as  yet  appear  to 
have  been  actually  shipped.  The  following 
figures  of  Argentine  imports  will  give  a  rough 
idea  of  the  position  in  1913  and  1918  :  —

Customs  dues  at  .02  cents  (gold)  per  kilo  are 
imposedon  news-print.  .o8on  wrapping  paper, 
and  25  per  cent,  ad  valorem  on  practically  all 
other  classes  of  paper.  Printed  books  and 
maps  are  free  of  duty,  but  account  books, 
almanacs,  and  advertising  matter  in  general 
pav  25  per  cent,  ad  valorem.  On  this  account 
the  comparatively  coarse  product  of  the  local 
mills,  which  work  up  imported  wood  pulp,  is 
chiefly  used  for  wrapping  and  bag- making 
papers,  while  during  the  war  the  mills  also 
turned  out  a  passable  news-print,  though  it  is 
doubtful  whether  it  will  pay  them  to  con- 
tinue this  line  under  normal  conditions.  The 
fact  that  books  and  pamphlets  are  duty  free 
has  led  to  the  common  custom  of  printing 
in  Italy  or  Spain  matter  intended  for  this 
market,  Argentine  authors  being  frequently 
published  by  Spanish  houses  prior  to  the  war. 

Again  the  best  indication  is  obtained  from 
a  statistical  statement  taken  from  official  re-

As  a  general  indication,  it  may  be  said  that 
on  the  whole  the  quality  of  paper  used  for 
printing  —  news-print  in  rolls  excluded  — 
is  common  when  compared  with  that 
usually  employed  in  Great  Britain,  and 
books  are  alniiost  invariably  paper- bound. 
During  the  past  five  years  there  has 
been  a  marked  increase  in  the  publica- 
tion of  cheap  novels  and  weekly  papers  of 
a  popular  class,  and  the  reading  public  among 
the  middle-classes  has  grown  rapidly.  Text- 
books are  a  field  for  inquiry,  those  actually  in 
use  being  typographically  poor  and  compara- 
tively costly.  In  writing  paper  the  fine  English 
linen  holds  the  market  for  the  highest-priced 
trade,  but  there  is  room  for  medium  quality, 
well  got  up,  and  fancifully  coloured  modish 
papers,  such  as  Germany  previously  supplied 
in  very  large  quantities  at  very  cheap  rates. 
Personal  inspection  is  advisable  on  the  part 
of  anyone  seriously  interested  in  the  market, 
and  It  should  not  be  forgotten  that  there  are 
in  Buenos  Ayres,  first-class  printing  firms  and 
account-book  makers  turning  out  work  that 
will  stand  favourable  comparison  with  Euro- 
pean productions,  both  for  quality  and  price. 
Colour  printing  has  also  made  marked  head- 
way of  recent  years.  The  results  of  the  three- 
colour  work  are  good,  but  not  quite  equal  to 
that  turned  out  in  London,  Paris  or  Leipzig.
